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HE Reader mujft not expect in the following Sheets, a particular and minute 
Relation of every Formality, Queftion and Anfwer that pafs'd upon the 
Trials, it may fuffice, if he be affured he has the Subftance ; for indeed more 
cannot be expeéted, when it ts confidered, that we have no One here, asin our 

Mother Country, who make it a Bufine/s to take Notes‘upon fuco Occafions ; or any 

ethers, that we know ‘of, who are fo dexterous at Short-Hand, as to be Sifiienthe 

gualified for ji uch.a Purpofe ; but he will be furé to have all that could be collected from 
the Notes that were taken by the Court, and Gentlemen at the Bar; with all whick 
the Compiler has been furnifhed. 





Upon a Review of the Proceedings, tn order for this Undertaking, the Bulk of them, 
which was the Product of about S Six Months Enquiry, feem’d fomewhat difcourag ing: 
No doubt, they might have-been conr-aéted, if this Work had been proceeded upon in 
the Method of an Hiftorical Relation bibs, wherein the Compiler would have been 

nore at Liberty to abjiraét the feveral Orig inals 5 but it was concluded, a 
Journal would give more Satisfaction, inalmuch as in Juch a kind of Procefs, the 
Depofitions and Examinations themfelves, which were the Ground-work of the Pro- 
ceedings, would appear at large ; which moft probably would afford Convtétion, to fuch 
as have a Difpofition tobe convince 'd, and have in Reality doubted, whether any par= 
ticular Convitts had fuftice done them or not, notavithjtanding they bad the Oppore 
tunity of fecing and hearing a great deal concerning them; and others, who had not 
fuch Opportunities, Gee were Pa at a Diftance in vite Disfavour, by frivolous 
Reports, might the readier be undecetv’d: For as the Proceedings are fet for th in the 
Order of Time they were produced, the Reader will thereby be furnifbed with the moft 
natural View of. the Whole; ‘and be better enabled to conceive the Defign and dangerous 
Depth of this hellifh Project, as well as the Fuftice of the feveral Profecutions. 


Thus far, however, the Compiler thinks proper to premife, that as he found it 
convenicnt to divide the Origi ‘ants into number’d Seétions, for the more ready R ference 
to the-feveral Parts of Sepsis: as Occafion foould offer ; he took the Liberty allo o of lopping 

off from them, what, in print, he thought would be a fuperfluous Formality, fuch a: 
T he Deponent iethcr faith, and fuch lke, which be thought would have been a 
treedde/s Weil? ance to the Book ; 
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ll. The PREFACE. 


The Parties -accufed of the Confpiracy were numerous, and Bujinefs by Degrees 
multiplied fo faft upon the Grand “fury, which bore the Burthen of this Enquiry, thar 
there would have been an immediate Neceffity for others to have lent a helping Hand 
in taking Examinations from the Beginning, if the “fudges had not found it expedient 
to examine thé Perfons accufed, upon their firft taking into Cuftody, whereby 1t feemed 
moft likely the Truth would bolt out, before they bad Time to cool, or Opportunity of 
difcourfing in the fail with their Confederates who were before committed. 


The Examinations thus taken by the fudges, were foon after laid before the Grand 
Fury, who interrogated the Parties therefrom in fuch manner, as generally produced 
From. them. the Subftance of the fame Matter, and often fomething more, by which 
Means there accrued no {mall Advantage; for though where the laft Examination 
brought tolight new Difcovery, yet it will be feldom found, there 1s any Thing in 
uch further Examinations contradictory to the former, but generally a Confirmation 
of them; and in fuch Cafe, the fetting forth the fame at large, may not be thought_a 
ufelefs Tautology ; not that this will happen often, and where it does, "twill be chiefly 
found in the Examinations and Confefions of Negroes, who, in ordinary Cafes, are 
Jeldom found ‘to hold twice in the fame Story; which, for tts Rarety therefore, if it 
carried not with it the additional Weight of the greater Appearance of Truth, may 
make this Particular the more excufable ; and further, this is a Diary of the Proceed- 
ings, that 1s to be exhibited ; therefore, in Conformuty to that Plan, Nothing fhould 
be omitted, which may be of .any Uje. 

All proper Precautions were taken by the “fudges, that the Criminals fhould be kept 
Jeparate; and they were fo.as much as the fcanty Room in the Fail would admit of; 
and new Appartments were accordingly fitted up for their Reception: But more 
particular Care was taken, that fuch Negroes as had made Confefion and Difcovery, 
and were to be made Uje of as Witneffes, fhould be kept a-part from the reft, and as 
much from each other, as the Accommodations would allow of, in order to prevent their 
eaballing together ; and the Witneffes were always examined a-part from each other 
jirft, as well upon the Trials, as otherwife, and then generally confronted with the 
Perjons they accufed, who -were Lhe. fent jor and taken into Cuftody upon, fuch 
Examinations, if they were to be-met t with ; which was the Means of ans many 
others to. a Confefion, as well. fuch as were newly taken up,-as thofe who had long 
before been committed, perhaps upon fighter Gr Hy 8: and had infifted upon their 
Innocence; for they had generally the Cunning not to own their Guilt, ’til they 
‘knew their Accufers: But notwithftanding this was the ordinary Method taken, 
both by the Sfudges and Grand ‘fury, to fend for the Parties as foon as impeached, 
(% which however might fometimes through Hurry be omitted). yet fe everal who she d 
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then to be out of the Way, wererafterwards forgot, and fipt through our Fingers, 
rom the Multiplicity of Bufine/sin'Hand, as will hereafter appear ; which therefore 
is particularly recommended to the Notice of their Owners. 


The Trouble of examining Criminals in general, may be eafily guefs'd at ;, but the 
Fatigue in that of Negroes, is not to be conceived, but by thofe that have undergone 
the Drudgery: The Difficulty of bringing, and holding them -to the Truth, if by 
Chance tt ftarts from them, is not to be furmounted but by the clofeft Attention ; many 
of them have a great deal of Craft; their unintelligible ‘fargon ftands them in great 
Stead, to conceal their Meaning ; jo that an Examiner muft expect to encounter with 
much Perplexity. grope through a Maze of Objcurity ; be obliged to lay hold of broken 
Hints, lay them carefully together, and thoroughly weigh and compare them with each 
other, before be can be able to fee the Light, or fix thofe Creatures to any certain 
‘determinate Meaning. 


Though for the Reafons before mentioned, all the Trials could not be fet forth -adt 
large yet on the principal Trials, fuch as, The Hughfons, Ury the Prieit, Quack 
and Cuffee, (the two fir/t Negroes executed for the Confpiracy) and that of the five 
Spanith Slaves, the Court and Gentlemen at the Bar, took Notes more largely ; but 
as to the reft, though there were here and there fome Minutes taken, (which are-alfo 
fet forth in their proper Places) yet they did not think them equally worth the Pains; 
therefore upon other Trials, the Paragraphs or Sections of the Defofitions of Whites, 
and the Examinations and Confeffions of Slaves, taken by the fudges, Grand TUry, ‘or 
others, upon the Credit whereof fuch Slaves were inditted, are referred to upon their 
refpective Trials: Which Method, if any fhould object to, as fubject to Uncertainty, 
and fay, the Witneffes ig not declare exactly the fame Things, and in the fame Words, 
or the Subjiance of them, before the Court, as are coni bape in thofe Depofitions, 
Examinations and Coufefions referred to; the Anfwer is, ; 

Firft, ’T7s moft likely they did not, (nor could it be expected they ag |). deliver 
themfelves precifely-in the fame Words: But Abjiracts were taken fh thofe Evidences, 
and oti prepared for the Council -concern’d in each Trial, pointing out the Jfeveral 
Artitles affecting each Criminal, whereby the Council were abil ly bed to afe a Witnefs 
fuch Queftions ast would naturally oa: out the Subjtance of the fame Matter in Anfwer, 
tf it were the Truth ; and it was obferved by thofe more immediately concerned in thefe 
Affairs, and whofe Danie nce it was to give clofe Attention to them, that the Witneffes 
both Whites an a Blaghs generally kept clofe to the Text, and delivered in Court the 
Subftance of the Evidence they had before.given in their Depofitions, Examinations, 
and Confeffions. 
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«secondly, That what the Witneffes did atkualy declare in Court upon the. Trials, 
was fuficient to convince twelve honeft. Men upon their Oaths, that the Accufed were 
guilty ; and there is no other Way left to Surnifh the Reader with the Grounds which 
gave fuch Conviction to the juries. 

_ For the further enlightening the Ma/ters and Owners bf Slaves accufed, conviéted 
upon.their own Confeffions, and tranfported, and of others who were diftharged from 
Confinement, (for . want of fufficient Evidence, as ’twas faid, before THE SECOND 
GrAnp Jury, who were charged to continue the Enquiry concerning this infernal 
Scheme) the Evidence affecting each, 1s referr’d to under every Juch Negro’s Con- 

fefion, excepting as to fuch of them as were made Uje of as Witneffes, which was 
Lhought.needle{s; for their Teftimony having gained fufficient Credit, it can ‘fearce be 
Suppofed there will be any Doubt of their own Guilt: But if there fhould be any who 
hefitate concerning it, all that can be faid, is, it will behove fuch to give the clofer 
Attention to the feveral Depofitions, Examinations and Confefions, which impeach 
them. io 

The Evidence Likewilfe affecting each White Perfon apprehended upon the Account of 
this Confptracy, that was afterwards difcharged for want of Profecution, as referred 
to under their refpective Names, that it may appear what Reafon there was for their 
Commitment and Accufation, tho they were difcharged for Want of Inditiment. 

.. di-has been thought proper to.add, at the End of this “fournal, Lifts of alt the 
Whites.and Blacks accufed of this Confpiracy, thofe who were executed, aud thofe who 
were pardoned upon Condition of Tran{portation, or otherwife diftharged Jrom “Fail, 

fhewing the refpethive Times of their Commitment, Arraignment, Convittion, Execution 
or Difcharge ; whereby the Reader will be enabled to turn to almoft any P art of tbe 
Yournal to fatisfy bis Curtofity, as to what moft matertaly concerns each refpettive 
Con[pirator ; and with a View alfo to fhew to what Places Juch of them as were 
tranfported (according to Information received) were {hipp d; which 15 premifed, asa 
modeft ELint to our-Brethren-in the Wett-Indies, and the more neighbouring Englifh 
Colonies, that they.may fee‘how tender we have been of their Peace and Security, by 
uifing all the Precaution in our Power, that none of our Rogues wii ee be impoted 
upon them ; for 7¢ was made.an exprefs Condition in the feveral Partons, and likewife 
the ‘Recognizances entered-into by the Securities for Slaves tranfported, ‘§ That the 
“¢ Perfons pardoned foould be tranfported to the Dominion of fome foreign Prince or 
ws State, or the Iffand of Newfoundland [4y a time therein limitted | and if any of

But. there were two Motives which weighed much; the one, that» thofe who had 
nat the Opportumty of {eemgand. hearing; might judge of the Fuftice of the Proceed- 
ings from the State of the Cafe being laid. before them; the other, that from thence 
the People: in general; might. be feHfeadvil of the Necefity there ts; for) every One 


shat bas Negroes, to: keep a very watchful Eye over them, and not to indulge them with 


ino great Liberties, which we find’ they make Uje of to the worft Purpofes, caballing 
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and coufederating together: ta:Mifthief, in.great Numbers; when they tay, from the 
Accounts in the enfuing Sheets, Srom what they fee has happen’d, feel the Confequence 
of giving them fo great a Latitude, as has been cuftomary within this City and Province, 
and thereby be warned to heep themJelves upon a ftridf Guard againft thefe Enemies of 
their own Houtfhold, Jnce we know what they are capable of ; for it: was notorious, 
that thofe among them, who had the kindeft Mafters, who fared bef, and had the moft 
Liberty; nay, that thofe in whom thetr Mafters placed the greatefi Confidence, injomuch, 
that they would even have put their own Swords into their Hands, in Expectation of 
being defended by them againft their own Colour, did neverthelefs turn out the greateft 
Villains: Iteven appeared, that thefe head Fellows ‘boafted of their Superiority over the 
more harmle/s and inoffenfive; that they held them in an Lnjeriarity and Dependence, a 
kind of Subjection, as tf they had got fuch Dominion over them, that they durft not, 
at any Time, or upon any Occafion, but do as they would have them 3. from 
whence it may be gueffed, bow likely the Defettion: was to be general, 


The principal Inducement, therefore, to this Undertaking, was, the publick Benefit ; 
that thofe who have Property in Slaves, might have a lafting Memento concerning the 
Nature of them: that they may be thence warned to keep a conftant Guard over they 5. 
ince what they have. done, they may one Time or other. aéf over again ; efpectally if 
there flould in future Times, appear, fach Monfters in Nature, as the Fughfons, 
Ury the Prieft, and fach like, who dare. be fo wicked ‘as t6 attempt the feducing them 
fo fuch execrable Purpofes:. And if any fhould think it not worth their While to learn 
Srom the enfuing Sheets (what by others perhaps may. be efeemed ) 2 ufeful Leffon, rhe 
Fault will be their own; and realy it was thought néceflary, for thefe and. other 


Reafons needle[s. here. to mention, that there frould beg ftanding Memorial of fo 
unprecedented a Scheme of Villainy: pcan 


But though the Compiler was willing to make an Offering of bis own Time, fe 
the Publick § ervice, by laying thefe Matters in Order, Jor the Prefs ; yet being under 
20 other Influence fo to do; than-his Inclination and Readinefs- to oblige the Publick, he 
was at Liberty however to fuit bis own Convenience; and’ therefore, confidering 
the. Multiplicity of the Proceedings; 1¢- may, after all, rather be thought, Matter of 
Wonder, thatit makes its Appearance fo foon. 

Perhaps it may not: come forth unfeafonably at this Juncture, 7f the Difraftions: 
occafioned by this Myftery of Yniquity, may be thereby forevived in-our. Memories, 
as to-awaken us from.that fupine Security, which again too generally presatl, and put: 
us upon-our Guard, left. the Enemy fosuld be yet ayithin our Doors,

and Narrative with an Account of 
that Felony, as well as the many 
Fires which alarmed this City, cloie 
upon the Heels of each other, within lefs than three Weeks, 
occafion’d by this infernal Scheme, "till they both came 
wnder the Enquiry and Examination of the Grand Fury, at 
the Supreme Court: And indeed there is fuch a clofe 
Connexion between this Felony, and the Confpiracy, as 
will appear by the feveral- Steps and Examinations taken by. 
Occafion of the former, that the Narrative of the Robbery 
could not well be omitted’; for the Enquiry concerning 
that, was the Means of drawing out the firft Hint con- 
cerning the other ; nay, this Felony and fuch like, were 
actually Ingredients of the Confpiracy, as will appear by 
the Sequel.

On Saturday Night the 28th February, 1740-1, a 
Robbery was committed at the Houfe of Mr. Ropert 
Hose, in the City of New-York, Merchant, from whence 
were taken diverfe Pieces of Linnen and other Goods; and 
feveral Silver Coins, chiefly Spanifh, and Medals, and 
| wrought Silver, Gc. to the Value in the Whole of Sixty 
Pounds and upwards. 


The Oceafion of this Robbery, as was difcovered, and 
will appear more fully hereafter, was one WijGn, a Lad 
of about feventeen or eightcen Years of Age, belonging: 
to the Flamborough Man of-War, on. this Station ; who 
having Acquaintance with two: white Servants belonging 
to Gentlemen who lodged at Mr. Hogg’s Houle, Wiljon uled 
frequently to come thither on that Pretence, which gained 
him eafy Admittance = But W7/6n, it feems, had a more 
familiar Acquaintance with fome Negroes of very fufpicious 
Charafters, particularly Ce/ar, belonging to Fob» Vaarck, 
Baker; Prince, to Mr. Tokn Auboyneau, Merchant, and 
Cuffee, to Adolph Philipfe, Efa; 


“The Thurfday before this Robbery was committed, 
‘* Wilfon came to Mr. Hogg’s Shop with one of the Man- 
“© of-War’s People, to buy feme checqued Linnen; and 
“ having bargained for fome, Part of the Money offered 
“in Payment was of Spanifh Coin; and Mrs. Hogg 
** opening her Bureau to change the Money, pulled out 2 
* Drawer in the View of Wiifon, wherein were a con- 
“fiderable Quantity of mill’d Spanith Pieces of Eight : 
66 She foon refle&ted that fhe had done wrong, in expofing 
*« her Money to an idle Boy in that manner, who came fo 
** frequently to her Houfe, and immediately fhut up the 
** Bureau again, and made a Pretence of fending the Money 
“out to. a Neighbour’s to be weighed.” 


Mrs. Hogg’s Apprehenfions happened’ to be right ; for 
this Boy having a Sight of the Money, was charmed with 
it, and, as it feems, wanted to be fingering of it; he 
told his Comrades of the Black-Guard, the before named 
Cafar, Prince and Cuffee, where they might have a fine 
Booty, if they could manage cleverly to come at it; he 
faid, it was at Hogg’s Houfe in the Broad-Street ; his 
Wife kept a Shop of Goods, and fold Candles, Rum and 
Molafles, €9°c. 


The Negroes catched at the Propofal, and the Scheme 
was communicated by them to Fahz Hughjin, who kept a 
Publick Houfe by the North River in this City, a Place 
where Numbers of Negroes ufed to refort, and be entertained 
privately (in Defiance of the Laws) at all Hours, as ap- 
peared afterwards, and will be fhewn at large in the 
enfuing Sheets :, Thither they ufed to bring fach Goods as 
they ftole from their Mafters or others, and Hughfin, his 
Wife and Family, received them: There they held a Con- 
fultation with Hugh/on and his Family, how they fhould aé&t 
in order to.compafs the Attainment of this Booty. 


The Boy (Wilfon) told them the Situation of the Howe 
and Shop ; that the Front was towards Broad-Street ; that 
there was a Side Door out of the Shop into a little Lane, 
commonly called the Jews-Alley, and if they could contrive 
an Errand thither to buy Rum, they might: take an 
Opportunity 
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Opportunity to fhove back the Bolt of the Door facing 
the Alley, for there. was no’ Lock to it, and then they 
could come in the Night afterwards, and accomplifh their 
Defigns. (a) 


At Hughfon's lodged one Margaret Sorubiero, alias 
Salingburgh, alias ‘Kerry, commonly called Peggy, or the 
Newfoundland Trib Beauty, a young Woman about One or 
Two and Twenty; fhe pretended to be married, but no 
Hufband appeared ; fhe was a Perfon of infamous Character, 
ea notorious Proftitute, and alfo of the worft Sort, a Pro- 
ftitute to Negroes ; fhe was here lodged and fupported by 
Czfar (Vaarcks) before mentioned, and took Share (in 
common with Hugh/on's Family) of the Spoils and Plunder, 
the Effects of Cz/ar’s Thefts, which he brought to Hugh- 
foe's andthe may be fuppofed. to have been in moft of 
their wicked Secrets ; for fhe had lodged there the Summer 
before, and removed from thence toa Houfe by the New 
Battery, near one John Romme’s, a Shoemaker, and was 
well acquainted with him and his Wife: Thither alfo Cz/ar 
ufed frequently to refort,. with many other Negroes ; 
thither he alfo conveyed ftolen Goods, and fome Part of 
Hogg’s Goods, of which ‘7 9bx Komme had his Choice, if 
what Cz/ar faid, after his Condemnation, be true ; and by 
what will appear hereafter againit Rome, and from. his 
Intimacy with Hugh/ou, his Merits may be concluded to 
fall little fhort of his Companions. 


With this Peggy, as the will be hereafter commonly called, 
Czfar ufed frequently to fleep at Hugh/on’s, with the 
Knowledge and Permiffion of the Family ; and Ce/ar 
bargained with and paid. Hugh/on for her Board: She came 
there to lodge a fecond Time in the Fall, not long before 
Chrifimas, 1740, big with Child by Ce/ar, as was fuppo- 
fed, and was brought to Bed there, not many Days before 
the Robbery at Hogg’s,~of a Babe largely partaking of a 
motley Complexion. . 


Here is laid the Foundation of the Characters of Hugh- 
fan and his Family, Peggy and Jobx Romme ; which will 
‘afford frequent Occafion of enlarging upon: And from fuch 
an hopeful Earneft, . the Reader may well expe a plentiful 


Harveil. 


Wilfon coming to Mrs. Hoge’s on Sunday Morning, to 
vifit bis Acquaintance .as ufual; fhe complained to him, 
that fhe-had been robbed the Night before, that fhe had loft 
feyeral Goods.out of the Shop, a great deal of Silver Spanifh 
Money, Medals and other Silver Things, ‘little fufpecting

Joe apprehended upon pulling out the Drawer of Money before 
him, as above ; but as fhe knew he belonged to the Man- 
of-War, and that feveral of thofe Sailors frequented idle 
Houfes in the Jews-Alley ; it happened that her Sufpicions 
inclined towards them ; fhe imagined 4e might be able to 
give her fome Intelligence about it, and therefore defcribed 
to him fome Things that fhe had miffed, v7. Snuff Boxes, 
Silver Medals, one a remarkable eight fquare Piece, &¥c. 
Whereupon Wilfon faid, he had been that Morning at 
Hughfon's Houle, and there faw one Fohn Guia, who 
pulled out of his Pocket a worfted Cap- fullof Pieces of 
coined Silver ; and that Mr. Philipfe’s Cuffee, who was 
there, feeing John Gwin have this Money, he afked him 
to give him fome ; and ohn Gwin counted him out Half 
a Crown in Pennies, and afked him if he would have any 
more; and then pulled out an Handful of Silver Coin, 
among{t which, Wiljx faid, he faw the eight {quare Piece 
defcribed. by Mrs. Hogg.

Hughfon’s, fappofing him to have been a Soldier. of 
that Name, 2 Fellow of fufpicious Chara€ter, as Mrs. Hogg 
conceived ; and the Officers making Enquiry accordingly 
for a Soldier, they were anfwered, There was no fuch 
Soldier that ufed that Houfe ; but it fell-out, that Czfar, 
the real Perfon wanted, was at the fame time before their 
Faces in the Chimney Corner: ‘The Officers returned 
without fufpeéting him to be the Perfon meant; but the 
Miftake being difcovered by the’ Boy (Wi/n,) that the 
Negro Cz/ar before mentioned went by that Name, he 
was apprehended in the Afternoon; and being brought 
before Wilfon, he declared, that he was the Perfon he 
meant by John Gwin?

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MONDAY, 2d Marcu. 


VES AR (Vaarck's Negro) was examined by the Juftices, 
and denied every Thing Iaid to his Charge concerning 
Hogg’s Robbery ; but was remanded. 


Prince (Mr. Audoyneau’s Negro) was this Day alfo 
apprehended upon Account of the fame Felony: Upon 
Examination’ he denied knowing any Thing of it. He 
was alfo committed.

& Peggy, which her Maiter and Miltrefs knew of.” 


Upon this Occafion, it feems, Hughjox and his Wife 
finding that Mary Burton was inclinable to difcover them 
&n their Villany, touching this Robbery, thought proper to 
Nay fomething to blacktn her Character, in order to take 
wf from the Credit of her Teftimony, and declared,. that 
fhe was a vile, good-for-nothing Girl, or Words to that 
Purpofe ; that fhe. had been got with Child by her former 
Matter, 5c. The Truth whereof, however, was never 
made out: -Butatlength Hughsx finding that hewasnear 
going to Goal, and as fearing the Confequence of provoking 
her, changed his Note, and faid, fhe was a very good Girl, 
and had been a trufty Servant to them; that in the hard 
Weather the laf Winter, fhe ufed to drefS herfelf in Man’s 
Cloaths, put on Boots, and went with him in his Sleigh 
in the deep Snows. into the Commons, to help him fetch 
Firewood for-his Family, Gc. 


The Deputy Town Clerk, when Mary Bartoz was under 
Examination, as he was taking her Depofition, exhorted 
her to fpeak the Truth, and all the knew of the Matter ; 
fhe anfwered him, That Ze hardly dared ta fpeak, foe was 
jo much afraid the fhould be murdered by them 3 or Words to 
that Purpofe: Whereupon the Cle:k moved the Juitices, 
that fhe might be taken Care of, not knowing that the had 
been removed from her Maiter’s the Night before, by 
Order of a Magiuitrate.

Mr. Cornefins Van Horns, a Captain of one of the 
Companies of the Militia, very proyidently beat to Arms 
in the Evening, and drew out his Men with all Expedition ; 
had Seventy odd of them under Arms all Night, and Par- 
ties of them continually going the Rounds of the City, *till 
Day-Light: This {ncident, from what will appear here- 
after, may be thought to-have been a very fortunate One, 
and deferving ofa more particular Remark, though at that 
time fome People were fo infatuated, as ta reproach that Gen- 
teman for it, asa Madman. 


The only Way of accounting for this Misfortune at this 
Time was, The Lieutenant Governor had ordered a Plum- 
mer that Morning to mend a Leak in the Gutter between 
the Houle and the Chappel, which joined upon one an- 
other, and the Man carrying his. Fire-Pot with Coals to 
keep his Soddering-Iron hot, to perform his Work; and 
the Wind fetting into the Gutter, "twas thought, fome 
Sparks had been blown out upon the Shingles of the Houfe.; 
but fome People having obferved, that upon the firft Alarm, 
ag before, near half the Roof, as they gnefled, was covered 
with Smoke, and that no Spark of Fire appeared without, 
hor could any be feen, but within’; it was by. them:con- 
cluded, that the Reafon affigned was not likely to be the 
right One, efpecially when it was confidered, that at length, 
the Fire broke out in feveral Places of the Roof, diftant 
from each other ; but ho one imagined it was done on Pur- 
pole.

A WEEK after the Fire at the Fort, another broke

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AN OTHER Week from the Laft, a Fire broke out 
at the Storehoufe of Mr. Van Zant, towards the Eatt 

End of the Town. It was anold Wooden Building, ftored 

with Deal Boards, and Hay at one End of it; the Fire 

was faid to be occafioned by a Man’s fmoaking a Pipe there, 

which fet Fire to the Hay: But it is faid, the Fire was 
firft difcovered in the N. E Side of the Roof, before it had 
taken the Hay : This Houfe was near the River, and by 
the Side of a Slip out of it, conyenient for handing Water 
to the Engines ; it was thought morally impoffible to hinder 
it’s {preading further, there being many Wooden Buildings 
adjoining ; but the People exerted their ufual Diligence, 
handed out the Boards into the Slip, all in Flames, played: 
the Engines, and handed and threw the Buckets of Water, 
with fuch extraordinary Adtivity, it fopped the Progrefs of 
the Fire fo fuccefsfully. that it ended with little more Da- 
mage than the entire Confumption of the Warehoufe and 
moitt of the Goods in it. 
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Ty HIS Evening there was an Alarm of a Fire at the 

 Houfe of one Quick, or Vergercau, (for they both lived 
under one’ Roof). in the fly -Upon Inquiry, the Fire was 
found to be ina Cowftable near:the Houjes; the Hay was 
on Fire. in the Middle of it; but by timely Affiftance, it was 
fupprefled. 


As the People were returning from Qwick’s Fire, that 
was fucceeded with a Second Cry of Fire, at the Houfe of 
one Ben Thomas, next Door to Captain Sar/y, om the Weft 
Side ;. this was in the Dufk of the Evening. It began in 
the Loft of the Kitchen, was difcovered by the Smoke be- 
fore the Fire had got any Head, and was foon extinguifhed : 
Upon Examination, it was found, that Fire had been put 
between a Straw and another Bed laid together, whercon a 
Negro flept, but who did it, or how the Fire happened 
at Quick's, remained to be accounted for. 
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A Difcovery was made in the Morning early, that fome 
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Coals had been put under a Hayflack, flanding near 
, ?; ; 


the Coach-Houfe and Stables of Fofaph A 
the Broad Way, and near fome Dwelling Heuies there, 
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which had it taken Fire, would have been in great Danger 5 
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but the Coals went out of themfelves, 28 fuppofed, having 
only finged fome Part of the Hay. It was faid, there were 
Coals and Afhes traced along from the Fence to a neighbours 
ing Houfe next adjoining the Stables, which caufed a Sufpi- 
cion of the Negro that lived there. 


The five feveral Fires, viz. at the Fort, Capt. Warren's 
Houle, Van Zant’s Storchoufe, Quick’s Stable, and Ben 
Thomas's Kitchen, having happened in fo fhort a Time, 
fucceeding each other; and the Attempt made of a Sixth 
on Mr. Murray's Hayftack ; it was natural for People of 
any Reflection, to conclude that the Fire was fet on Purpofe, 
by a Combination of Villians ; and therefore occafioned great 
Uneafinefs to every one that had Thought: But upon this 
Suppofition, no Body imagined there could be any further 
Detign, than for fome wicked Wretches to have the Oppor- 
tunity of making Prey of their Neighbours Goods, under 
Pretence of Affiftance in removing them for Security, from 
the Danger of the Flames ; for upon thefe late Inftances, 
many of the Sufferers had complained of great Loffes of 
their Goods and Furniture, which had been removed from 
their Houfes upon thefe Occafions. 


This Sunday as three Negroes were walking up the 
Broad-Way towards the Exglij Church, about Service 
Time, Mrs. Earé looking out of her Window, overheard 
one of them faying to his Companions, with a vapouring 
Sort of an Air, ‘© Fire, Fire, Scorch, Scorch, A LITTLE,--- 

Damu it, BY-AND«BY,” and then threw up his Hands, 
and laughed : The Woman conceived great Jealoufy at 
thefe Wosds, and thought it very odd Behaviour at that 
Jun@ure, confidering what had fo lately happened ;-and the 
putting the natural Conftruétion upon them, her Apprehen- 
fions made her uneafy, and fhe immediately fpoke of it to 
her next Neighbour Mrs. George, but faid, jhe did not know 
any of the Negroes. 


About an Hour after, when Church was out, Mrs. Earle 
jaw the fame Negroes coming down the Broad-Way again, 
and pointed out to Mrs. George the Perfon who had ipoke 
the Words; and Mrs. George knew him, and faid, That is

were made known ‘to a 
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Chimney ; which, upon Enauiry, the Man declared, ‘had 
been fwept but from the great Smother 
in the Houfe, and fome other Circumfances, theré were 
Grounds to fufpeé&t a villainous Defign in it.

Towards Noon, a Fire broke:out in the Roof of Mrs. 


Hilton’s Houfe, at the Corner of the Buildings next, the 
Fly-Market, eels on the Eaft Side of Capt. Sar),’s 
Houle :, It firfi broke out on that Side next Sarh’s; but 
being timely difcovered, was foon prevented doing much 


Mifchief, more than burning . Part of the Shingles of the 
Roof. Upon View, it was plain, that the Fire muft have 


been purpofely laid on the Wall-plate’ adjoining to the 
Shingle Roof; for a Hole ba aie: burnt deep in it, next 
that Part of the Roof where the Fire had taken hold of the 
Shingles 3 and it wa eae that the Fire had bee 
wrapt in a Bundle of Tow, for fome was found near ihe 
Place: Thus the Fa¢t was plain, but who did it, was a 
Queftion remained to be determined: But there was a Cry 
among the People, Tde Spanifh Negroes; The Spanitis 
Negroes; Take up the Spanifh Negrces. ‘The Occafion of 
this was the two Fires (Thomas's and Hikon’s ) happening 
fo clofely together, only one Day intervening, on each Side 
of Capt. Sarh’s Houfe; and it being known, that Sarl 
had purchafed a Spanifh Negro, fome Time before brought 
into this Port, among feveral others, in a Prize taken by 
Capt. Lud ; all which Negroes were condemned as Slaves 
in the Court of Admiralty, and fold accordingly at Vendue 5 
and that they afterwards pretending to have been Free-men 
in their own Country, began to grumble at their hard 
Ufage of being fold as Slaves: This probably gave Rife 
to the Sufpicion, that this Negro, out of Revenge, had 
been the Inftrument of thefe two Fires; and he behaving 
himfelf infolently upon fome People’s afking him Queftions 
concerning them, which fignified their Diftruft; it was 
told to.a Magiftrate who was near, and he order’d him to 
Goal, and alfo gave Direction to the Conftables to commit 
all the Reft of that Cargo, in order for their fafe Cuitody 
and Examination. 


In the Afternoon the Magiftrates met at the City-Hallf, 
with Intent to examine them ; and while the Juftices were 
proceeding to Examination, about Four 0’ Clock there was 
another Alarm of Fire: Upon Enquiry, and looking out of 
the Hall Windows, it was feen from thence, and feat to 
be at Col. P4ilip/e’s Storehoufe. Upon the View of it, 
there was a {mall Streak of Fire running up the Shingles, 
Vild-fire, from near the Bottom to the Top of, the 
Roof, on the Side dire&tly again? the Wind as it then blew: 
It not being far from the Engines, were inftantly 
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brought to the Place ; and the Fire, to one’s great Surprize, 
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almoit affoon extineuifhed. This vas the » Middlem ft of 
three larce Storehoufes next each other in a Row, old 
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Timber-Buildings, and the Shingles. burn’d like Tinder. 
Thefe Storehoufes: were not inhabited, nor had they a 
Chimney in them, but were at a great Diftance from any. 
The Fire upon Examination, muft have begun within Side ; 
for between the Side of thofe Storehoufes, and the Houfes 
meareft them, oppofite to the Wind, there was a large 
Space of Garden Ground ; fo that no Sparks from thefe 
‘Chimneys could have occafion’d this Mifchief, had the 
Wind blown the contrary Way ; but to difcover by whom 
the Fire was put, wasthe Difficulty. 


While the People were extinguifhing the Fire at this 
Storehoufe, and had almoft maftered it, there was another 
Cry of Fire; which diverted the People attending the 
Storehoufe, ‘to the new Alarm, very few remaining behind : 
But a Man who had been onthe Top of the Houte, 
affifting in extinguifhing the Fire, faw a Negro leap out at 
the End Window of one of them, from thence making 
over feveral Garden-Fences in great Hafte ; which occa- 
fion’d him.to cry out, 4 Negro, 4 Negro; and that was 
foon improved into an Alarm, That the Negroes were 
vifing: The Negro made yery good Speed home to his 
Mafter’s ; he was generally known; and the Swiftnefs of 
his Flight occafioned his being remark’d; though fcarce 
any knew the Reafon, but a few which remained at the 
Storehoufe, why the Word was given, 4 Negro, 4 Negro: 
¥¢ was immediately changed into Cuf Philip/e, Cuf Philipf : 
‘The People ran to Mr. Phz/ip/e’s Houfe in Queft of him ; 
he was got in at the Back-Door; and being found, was 
dragged out.of the Houfe, and carried to Goal, borne upon 
the People’s Shoulders. He was a Fellow of general ill 
(Character; his Mafter being a fingle Man and little at 
home, Cuff had a great deal of idle ‘Time, which, it 
feems, he employed to very ill Purpofes, and had acquired 
a general bad Fame, 


Many People had fuch terrible Apprehenfions upon this 
Ovecafion, and indeed there was Caufe fufficient, that feveral 
Negroes (and many had beenaffifting at the Fire at the 
Storehoufe, and many perhaps that only feemed to be fo} 
who were met in the Streets, after the Alarm of their 
rifing, were hurried away to Goal ; and when they were 
there, they were continued fome Time in Confinement 
before the Magiftrates could {pare Time‘ to examine into 
their feveral Cafes, how and for what they came there, 
many others firft eer pHe under Confideration before theta 
eeainit whom there feemed to be more cire&t Caufe of 
Sufpicion ; but ina few Days, thofe againft whom nothing 
in particular was alledged, were difcharged. 


[twas faid, there was like to have been another Fire 
this Day, though it has ‘4 fome been fuppofed to have been 
an Accident: The Cellar of a Baker near Coentjcs Market 
was all of Smother, and the Chips ina Blaze; but was 
foon fuppreffed. This alfo occafion’d fome Alarm. 
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Quack (Walker's) was fent for and committed; he 
remained in Confinement fome Days without Examina- 
tion, from the Hurry the Magiftrates were in; but at 
length Mrs. Earfe and Mrs. George being fent for by the 
Juftices, they declared concerning him to the Effeét before- 
mentioned: (¢) And Quack being brought before them, 
and examined, by his Excufe admitted he had {poken the 
Words he was charged with ; -but it being foon after we 
had the ‘News of Admiral Verzon’s taking Porto Bello, he 
had contrived a cunning Excufe, or fome abler Heads for 
him, to account for the Occation of them, and brought 
two of his own Complexion to give their Words for it alfo, 
That they were talking of Admiral Vernon’s taking Porto 
Bello ; and that he thereupon fiznified to his Companions, that 
he thought that was but a fnall Feat to what this brave 
Officer would do by-and-by, to annoy the Spaniards; or 
Words tantamount ; /o that it happen’d Quack was enlarged 
from his Confinement-for fome ‘Time. 






















































Others confidering that it was but Eighteen Days after 
the Fort was laid in Afhes, that thefe Words were uttered ; 
and that feveral other Fires had intervened, as before related; 
and but the next Day after Qvick’s Stable and Ben Thomas's 
Houfe were on fire; and the Attempt upon Mr. Murray's 
Hayftack difcovered that very Morning ; they were apt ta 
put a different Conftruétion upon Quack’s Words and Beha- 
viour ; that he thereby meant, ‘‘ That the Fires which we 
‘chad feen already, were nothing to what we fhould have 
“* by-and by, for that then we fhould have all the City in 
«© Flames, and he would rejoice at it; ” for it was faid, he 
lifted up his Hands, and fpread them with a circhlar Sweep 
over his Head, after he had pronounced the Words~[dy and 
by] and then concluded with a lud Laugh. Whether thefe 
Figures are thus more properly applied, the Reader will 
hereafter be better able to jadge ; but the Conftruétion of 
them at that Time confirmed many in the Notion of a 
Confpiracy, ; though they could not fafpeét One of fo black 
a Dye, as there were afterwards flagrant Proofs of, and will 


appear by and by.

HE Lieutenant-Governor, by and with the Advice of 
his Majefty’s Council, iffued a Proclamation, therein 
yeciting the beforementioned Order and Refolution of the 
Common Council, promnifing the Rewards agreeable thereto. 
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In the mean whiile, between the Sixth and the Seven- 
teenth Inftant, 2 great deal of Time had been fpent by the 


Magiftrates in the Examination of the Negroes in Caflody, 
upon Account of thefe Fires, but nothing could be got out 
of them. 


Cuff (Purtipse’s) was clofely interrogated, but he ab- 
folutely denied knowing any thing of the Matter ; he faid 
he had been at home all that Afternoon, from the Time he 
returned from Hi/ton’s Fire, where he had been to affift and 
carry Buckcts: That he was at home when the Bell rung 
for the Fire at Col. Philip/e’s Storehoufe. It appeared, 
upon Enquiry and Examination of Witneffes, that he, ac- 
cording to his Mafter s Orders, had been fawing Wood that 
Afternon with a white Boy ; and that when his Mafter 
came home from Dinner, he took him off from that Work, 
and fet him to few on a Vane upon a Board for his Sloop ; 
the white Boy teftified, «* That he ftood by him to fee him 
“* few it, and that he left him but a little before the Bell 
‘* rung for the Fire’? And when the Alarm of the Fire 
was, and that "twas fuppos’d to be at his Mafter’s Storehoufe,. 
it was faid, Cug was afked whether he would go out with 
the Buckets, and that he fhould+anfwer, he bad enough of 
being out in the Morning. Some of the Neighbours alfo de- 
clared that they had feen him looking over his Mafter’s 
Door but a little before the Bell rung : But an old Man who 
had known Cuffee for feveral Years, depofed, that he had 
feen him at the Fire at the Storehoufe, and that he flood 
next him : There feemed to be fome Objection againft the 
Man’s Evidence ; *twas thought he might be Miftaken, 
being very near-fighted ; Upon Examination, "twas found 
he could diftinguifh Colours, and he deferibed the Clothes 
he hadon, and moreover declared, he {poke to him, and 
afked him, why he did not hand the Buckets; and that 
thereupon he anfwered him, and did hand Water, and: 
that he knew his Voice. 


There was very {trong Proof that he was the Negro that 
leaped out of the Window of one of the Storehou‘es as the 
Fire was extinguifhed, and moft of the People drawn away 
upon the new Alarm of a Fire; that he was feen to leap 
over feveral Garden Fences, and to. run home in great 
Hafte. 


Upon the Whole, "twas theught proper Cuf fhould re- 
main in Confinement, to await further Difcovery.

Mr. Juftice Painuirse gave the Charge to the Grand 
Fury as followeth. 


“* Gentlemen of the Grand Fury, 


JT is not without fome Concern, that I am obliged at 
bi this Time to be more.particular in your Charge than 
“« for many preceeding Terms there hath been Occafion, 
“* The many Frights and Terrors which the-good People 
“ of this City have of late been put into, by repeated and 
*¢ unufual Fires, and burning of Honfes, give us too much 
“© Room to fufpeét, that fome of them at leaft did not pro- 
‘¢ ceed from meer Chance or common Accidents ; but on 
‘* the Contrary, from the premeditated Malice and wicked 
‘* Purpofes of evil and defigning Perfons ; and therefore 
“ it greatly behoves us to-ufe our utmoft Diligence by alt 
“< Jawful Ways and Means to difcover the Contrivers and 
* Perpetrators of fuch daring and flagitious Undertakings = 
«* That, upon Conviction, they may receive condign Pu- 
* nifhment : For although we have the Happinefs of 
*< living under a Government which exceeds all others in 
«© the Excellency of it’s Conftitution and Laws, yet if 
‘© thofe to whom the Execution of them (which My Lord 
“ Coxe calls the Life and Soul of the Law) is committed, 
«“ do not exert themfelves in a confcientious Difcharge of 
*¢ their refpective Duties; fuch aws which were intended 
« fora Terror to the Evil-Doer, and a Protection to the 
‘* Good, will become a dead Letter, and our moft excellen¢ 
*¢ Conftitution turned into Anarchy and Confufion ; every 
‘© one practifing whatche lifteth, and doing what hall feem 
good in his own Eyes: To prevent which, it is the 
«¢ Duty of all Grand Juries to enquire into the Conduét and 
“¢ Behaviour of the People in their refpeétive Counties 5 
‘* and if, upon Examination, they find any to have tranf- 
‘s grefled the Laws of the Land, to prefent them, that fo 
“‘ they may by the Court be put upon their Tryal, and 
“ then either to be difcharged or punifhed accerding to their 
* Demerits. 
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‘‘ Tam told there are feveral Prifoners now in Goal, 
who have been committed by the City Magiftrates, upon 
Sufpicion of having been concerned-in fome of the late 
Fires ; and others, who under Pretence of aflilting the 
unhappy Sufferers, by faving their Goods from the 
Flames, for ftealing, or receiving them: This indeed is 
adding Affli€tion to the Affli€ted, and is a very great 
Aggravation of fuch Crime, and {ORS le deferves a’nar- 
row Inquiry ; that fo the exemplary Punifhment of the 
Guilty_(ifany fuch fhould be fo found) may deter othe 

from committing the like Villanies ; for this kind o 
Stealing, I Pink. has not been often practifed among us.

active in promoting it; That Mr. Philipfe’s Storehoufe 
by diverfe Circumflances appeared to have been wilfully fet 
on fire ; That the Prifoner declared that he would burn 
that Storehoufe ; That he was feen there before the Fire 
broke out, in a fufpicious Appearance, and was prefent at 
the Time of it; and at the Cry of fome Perfon, that 
Negroes were in the Storehoufe, the Prifoner jumped out 
of a Window, leaped over two Fences and ran away, eFc. 
That he feemed exceedingly well pleafed with the Fite at 
the Fort; overfet the Buckets that were fill’d with Water, 
and did what he could to prevent the Extinguifhing of that 
Fire, €fc. And then inferred from the Facts proved, and 
Circumftances attending them, that there appeared violent 
Prefumption of Guilt, which the Law efteems FULL 
PROOF.

As to Quack he obferved, that the Witnefles proved 
that Quack was {worn into the Confpiracy, and particularly 
that he had agreed to burnthe Fort ; that he repeatedly 
faid he would do it; That the Fire where it broke. out 
could not eafily be accounted for from any accidental Caufe ; 
That the Prifoner had confefled the Crime both before he 
was apprehended and fince he had been in Jail; All which 
amount to FULL PROOF. 


The particular Remarks on the Teftimony of the Wit- 
nefles to the feveral Points before mentioned, are here 
omitted for the Sake of Brevity, and becaufe the Subftance 
of the Evidence is before related.

Motwithftanding this Wench had brought fo many 
Negroes in Qiteftion, at length when the Examination 
came to be read over to her, fhe retra&ted, and excufed many 
Perfons ; faying, fuch a One, and fuch a One went away 
before the Bargain was made: (c) Thofe the fo excufed 
@re marked with an * Afferifk. —- This was one of the 
oddeft Animals amongft the black Confederates, and gave 
the moft Trouble in her Examinations; a Creature of an 
outragious Spirit: When fhe was firft interrogated upon 
this Examinatioa about the Confpiracy, fhe abfolutely 


denied fhe knew any Thing of the Matter; threw herlelf 


into moft violent Agitations ; foamed at-the Mouth, and

red Spot in each Cheek, about the Bignefs of a Shilling-s 
which at that Time they thought very remarkable ; for he 
was always pale of Vifage : ‘Thefe Spots continued all along 
to the Gallows: Amongft other Difcourfe it feems he had 
faid, he did not doubt but fame remarkable Sign would happen 
to him, to jeew his Innocence ; concerning which more 
will be obferved upon hereafter: He ftood up in the Cart 
all the Way, looking round about him as if expecting to be 
refcued; as was by many conjectured from the Air he 
appeared in: One Hand was lifted up as high as his Pinion 
would admit of, and a Finger pointing, as if intending to 
beckon. 


At the Gallows his Wife ftood like a lifelefs Trunk, 
with the Rope about her Neck tied, up to the Tree; fhe 
faid not a Word, and had fcarce any vifible Motion, 


Peggy feem’d much lefs refigned than the other two, or 
rather unwilling to encounter Death: She was going to fay 
fomething , but the Old Woman, who hung next to her, 
gave her a Shove with her Hand, as was faid by fome, fo 
Peggy was filent. 


But they al// died, having protefed their Innocence to the 
Jaft, touching the Confpiraty. 

This Old Woman, as it has been generally reported, was 
bred a Papift; and Peggy was much fufpeGted of the fame 
Perfuafion, (¢) tho” perhaps it may feem to be of little 
Significance what Religion {uch vile Wretches protefied, 


Peggy had faid feveral Times, as well after her Convidtion 
as Condemnation for the Confpiracy, as the Judges were 
informed by the Under-Sheriff, that fhe had fworn alily 
againtt fohx Romme ; which was fo grofs a Prevarication, 
as difcouraged them from taking any further Pains with her, 
fince there could be no Dependance upon what fhe fhould 
fay: The Evening before her Execution fhe fent a Mefinge 
to Mr. Juftice Phiip/e, fignifying her Defire to {peak with 
him ; he accordingly went to her; fhe declared to him, 
that fhe had forfworn herfelf ; for that all the had faid 
about Romme andhis Wife was falle, excepting as to their 
receiving the ftolen Goods of the Negroes. — From the 
fcanty Room in the Jail for the Reception of fo many 
Prifoners, this miferable Wretch, upon her Conviétion 
with the Hugh/oxs for the Co:fpiracy, was put into the 
fame Cell with them ; which perhaps was an unfortunate 
Incident ; for though fhe had to the Time of their Trial 
{creened them from the Charge of the Confpircey 5 yet 
there was Reafon.to expect, that upon the lait Pinch, when 
fhe found there was no Hopes.of faving her own Life if 
fhe perfifted, the Truth as to this Particular would have 
come out: Andindeed it was upon this hxpectation that

amongft the reft ; and made one Slave Evidence againft 
another; fothat this Fetch might probably be calculated 
to take off the Negro Evidence : ‘The Prifoners all protefted 
they could not {peak Englifh ; and as Mary Burton was 
the only white Evidence againfi them, and fhould it be 
credited that they could {peak only ina Tongue which fhe 
did not underftand, how could fhe tell what paffed between 
them in Converfation at Hugh/on’s? 'Thus their Advifers 
might think they would ftand the beft Chance for the Jury 


to acquit them. 


The Court deferred their Trial till Wednefday the 17th 
Inftant.

fome Gentlemen of the Law to our Afliftance upon the 
Occafion, who-very readily undertook the Tafk.

Before the iffuing of the Proclamation of the roth 
Tnftant, for the Encouragement of the Confpirators to come 
in, and make voluntary and free Confeffion and Difcovery, 
€¥c. there were betwixt Sixty and Seventy Negroes in Jail, 
who had been already impeached; many of whom after 
publifhing the Proclamation, not only confeffed their own 
Guilt, in order to entitle themfelves to the Benefit of it, 
as may appear by the foregoing Examinations; but alfo 
difcovered many of their Accomplices who were at large s 
who were thereupon immediately taken into Cuftody, by 
Order of the Judges, or Grand Jury, as the Cafe happen’d 
before whom fuch Confeffions were made; fo that between 
the roth and this Day, there were upwards of Thirty Slaves 
more added to the former, infomuch that the Jail began 
to be fo thronged, “twas difficult to find Room for thems 
and we wete apprehenfive, that the Criminals would be 
daily multiplying on our Hands; nor could we fee any 
Likelihood of a Stop to Impeachments ; for it feemed very 
probable that moft of the Negroes in Town were corrupted. 


The Seafon began to grow warm, as ufual ; and "twas 
to be expected that the Heat would be increafing upon us 
daily ; fo that the Judges found there was a Neceflity of 
bethinking themfelves of taking {uch {peedy Meatures, as 
fhould upon Deliberation be thought moft advifeable, for 
ridding the Jail of fuchof them as fhould by their Con- 
feffions be thought moit deferving of Recommendation to 
Mercy ; for twas feared fuch Numbers of them clofely 
confined together, might breed an Infection; and they muft 
needs have been very offenfive to the poor Debtors impri- 
foned in the City-Hall, which from the Neceffity of the 
Cafe could not have been prevented or remedied : There- 
fore the Judges affuciated to them the feveral Gentlemen of 
the Taw that were in Town, viz. Meflieurs Murray, 
ALEXANDER, SMITH, CHAMBERS, Jamison, NicHoLis 
and Lopce, in order to confult about this Matter, and 
come to fome Reiolution upon the Emergency. 


The Refult of the Meeting was, thofe Gentlemen 
unagimoufly agreed to bear their refpective Shares in the 
Fatigue of the feveral Profecutions; and fettled among 
themtelves the Part each fhould' take: Meflieurs Murray, 
ALEXANDER, SMiTH. and CHAMBERS, were to aflit in 
their Turns, as Council upon the feveral Trials, as it 


‘fhould beit fuit their refpeétive Convenience, and Meffieurs 


Nicuouts and Lopes, to take the Negroes Contedfions, 
and abftraét them and the other Evidence into Briefs, for 
the Council upon the Trials. [ Mr. Jamrson being High- 
Sheriff of the City, had other fufficient Bufinefs ‘upon his 
Hands. ]

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The Gentlemen thus affign’d for taking the Confeffions 
having attended moft of the ‘Trials of the Confpirators 
already pafs’d, and likewife feveral Examinations of Cri- 
minals, were well acquainted with the Account of the Plot, 
according to the Courfe of the Evidence concerning it 
which had hitherto been brought to Light ; and as "twas to 
be expected, they would have their Hands full of that 
kind of Bufinefs, *twas neceflary that fome Scheme fhould 
be fettled for the more ready Difpatch of it: Accordingly 
a Method was propofed, and appoved amoneft us; a 
Draught with feveral Columns, viz. One for the Name 
wf each Negro ; another for his refpeCtive Owner ; another 
for the Matter or Subftance of the Confeffion ; another for 
the Negroes they accufed; and two others for the Place 
where {worn at, viz. Hugh/on’s or Comfort’s ; for fact, 
Comfort’s Negro, was a principal Agent for Hughjon, and 
{as may already have been obferved from the Courfe of the 
Evidence) had corrupted many Negroes, and adminiltred 
the Confpirators Oath to them, 

The Negroes in general that came to a Confeflion agreed 
in the Impeachment of Hughfon and his Family ;. that the 
Drift of the Plot was to burn the Town and defiroy the 
inhabitants ; that they were /worn into the Confederacy at 
Hughfon’s, or by Hughfon, or fome Perion intrufted by him 
for that Purpofe. 

As this was already difcovered'to be the execrable Parpofe 
of the Confpiracy, thefe Gentlemen (confidering the great 
Number to be examined) for the Sake of Difpatch, dropt 
what was at this Time leaft material, and only minuted. 
down the Perfons accufed, the Matter affecting them, where 
and by whom fworn, and what elfe came from their 
Examinant which they judged to be moft fignificant ; which 
is the Reafon that the Examinations and Confeffions taken 
by thofe two Gentlemen are fo concife. 

But further ; in order to fave Room, and avoid drawing 
out this JOURNAL to an unnecefiary Length, which of 
itfelf is like tofpin out to a Degree beyond Patience; the 
Compiler chofe not to fet them forth in the fame Manner 
they were taken, but made them yet fhorter, by incor po- 
rating the Subftance of the feveral Columns inio the Form 
in which they now appear.

This Day Prince, Duane’s ; Tony, Latham’s; Cato, 
Shurmur’s ; Harry, Kip’s ; and York, Marfchaik’s, Negroes, 
were executed at the Gallows, according to Sentence 3 and 
the Body of Yor# was afterwards hung in Chains, upon the 


fame Gibbet with Fohn Hugh/an. 


Some few Days before this, the Town was amufed with 
a Rumour, that High/oz was turned Negro, and Vaarck’s 
Cefar a White ; and when they came to put up York in 
Chains by Hughfox (who was hung upon the Gibbet three 
Weeks before) fo much of him as was vifible, wiz. Face, 
Neck, Hands and Feet, were ofa deep fhining Blaclz, 
rather blacker than the Negro placed by him, who was 
one of the darkeft Hue of his Kind ; and the Hair of 
Hughfon’s Beard and Neck (his Head could not be feen, 
for he had a Capon) was curling like the Wool of a 
Neoro’s Beard and Head ; and the Features of his Face 
were of the Symmetry of a Negro Beauty; the Nofe 
broad and flat, the Noftrils open and extended, the Mouth 
wide, Lips full and thick, his Body, (which when living, 
was tall by the View upwards of fix Feet, but very meagre) 
fwell’d to a Gigantick Size; and as to Cz/ar (who, tho’ 
executed fora Robbery, was alfo one of the Head Negro 
Confpirators, had been hung up in Chains a Month before 
Hughjon, and wasalfo of the darkeft Complexion) his Face 
was at the fame Time fomewhat bleach’d or turned whitith; 
infomuch that it occafion’d a Remark, That Hugh/oz and 
he had changed Colours.

It has been related already (4) that Hugh/xn when he 
was brought out of Jail to be carried to his Execution, had 
ared Spot in each Cheek, about the Bignefs of a Shilling, 
which at that Time was by fome thought very remarkable, 
becaufe he was always pale of Vifage ; and the Sheriffs (who 
obferved it) did not believe, from the Care that had been ta- 
ken, he could have drank any ftrong Liquor in Jail; which 
wasan additional Reafon why they took fo much Notice of it. 

Upon the Suppofition that Hugh/on had taken Poifon, it 
has been ‘made a ‘Queftion, Whather that might. not have 

occafioned the Swelling of his Corps to fo amazing a Bulk ? 
Nay his Arins, Legs, and Thighs, were enlarged i in Pro- 
portion tothe Body ; this is fubmitted to the Confideration 
of the Curious and Connoiffeurs in Phy/ick. 


As to the Change of Complexions in Hugh/on and Cefar, 
fome imputed it to the Influence of the Sun ; but to thatiit 
was cbjected, it would be ftrange indeed, that the Sun 
fhouid have two fuch different Effeéts as to turn Hugh/en 
{a White] black, and Ce/er [a Negro} whitith. 

As to Hugh/in’s taking Poifon, that by fome was thought 
very improbable; for, as’tis faid, in the Account of his 
Behaviour at, and going to his Execution, his A€tions were 
obferved to be ich: as betokened his Expe@tation of being 
refcued; he held up his Eland as high as his Pinion ie kd 
tof, and feemed to beckon with his Finger, .as one 

petting Deliverance ;. and if that was his Perfuafion, he 
would ai have taken Poifon, which was certain Death 3 
and befides, if he had taken any, he would have taken a 


fifficient Quantity, ath Time enough, to have aniwered

HE fail being now throng’d with Negroes committed 
as Confederates in the Con{piracy, many wheteof had 
made Confeffions of their Guilt, in Hopes of Pardon in 
Confequence of the Proclamation, and others who were 
pardoned and turned Evidence ; it was feared, confidering 
the Seafon of the Year, that fuch Numbers clofely confin’d 
might be apt to breed an Infeétion ; therefore the Judges 
thought it was proper to examine the Lift of them, and to 
to mark out fuch as fhould be thought proper to recommend 
to his Honour the_ Lieutenant Governor, to be pardoned, 
upon Condition of Tranfportation to be therein limited by a, 
fhort Time, and to diftinguifh which of them who had 
been made Ufe of as Witnefles, might be neceflary to 
referve for fome Time ; and for this Purpofe they affociated 
to them Mr. Nicholls and Mr. Ledge, by whole Afiitance 
the following Lift was accordingly fettled, which the Judges 
reported to his Honour, and fubmitted to his Confideration.

been refpited for upwards of three Weeks fince the 
Execution of her Father and Mother, and fhe in that Time 
often importan’d to confefs what fhe knew of the Confpi- 
racy, did always peremptorily deny fhe knew any Thing 
of the Matter, and made Ufe of many wicked Impreca- 
tions, in order to move Compaffion in thofe that mov’d it 
to her, after the Manner of her Parents, who/e conflant 
Prafice it was, whenever fpoke to about the-Plot: And 
this being the Day appointed for Sarab’s Execution, fhe 
was this Morning brought up to Mr. Pemberton, who came 
to pray by her, and after all his Admonitions, ftill denied 
her Guilt; and being carried back to her Dungeon where 
was the Negro Wench Sarah, under Sentence alfo to be 
executed this Day ; Sarah Hugh/r at laft owned to her, 
that fhe had been fworn into the Plot. ---- This Negro 
Wench (thinking as may be fuppofed to make a Merit of 
it) foon after, ‘told what had patel between them to the 
Under-Sheriff, who acquainted the Judges with it ; and 
they fent for Sarah Hugh/on, who confefs’d before them 
her Knowledge of the Confpiracy ; whereupon the Exe- 
cution of both Criminials was further refpited.

77° HE Charaéters of thefe two miferable Wretches were 
“well known: They had more Senfe than the common 
Rank of Negroes ; they had both, kind, indulgent Mafters ; 
they were two of the Head-Negroes in Town ; both Fel- 
lows of igh Spirits ; had both general Acquaintance, and 
great Inflsence amongft the inferiour Sort of Negroes ; 
their Confeffions were neither voluntary nor free, but came 
from them very unwillingly, and after much Perfuafion; 
nor could the Judges Jook upon them to be full; fo tha 
the'e Criminals were deficient in all the Particulars required 
by the Proclamation, as Effentials in a Recommendation to 
Mercy : They indeed acknowledged their Guilt in general, 
by their Plea, and by their Confefiions, in a few Par- 
ticulars, thinking thereby, as it may well be inferred, to 
come off as cheap as they could; for, perhaps, they might 
flatter themfelves, that by Confefling what they did they 
fhould iave their Lives: What they did fay was very {pa- 
ring, and of little or no Significance, more efpecially what 
came from Quack; and there was great Reaifon to conjec- 
ture they both had it in their Power to make very confider- 
able Diicoveries. 


Quack had been committed upon Sufpicion, and was 
46 Confineinent fome Time before any Evidence came

to Light, which dire4ly charged him as a Confederate in 
the Confpiracy ; and he-held it out itoutly, till the Procla- 
mation of the 19th of fune iflued, protefting he knew 
nothing at all of the Matter: "fwas well known how 
much idle Time Quack had, almoft-at his own Difpofal, 
as if he were his own Matter; and now at length, the 
Proofs that he was one of the Confpirators, came out to be 
ftrong againft him ; and he had been impeached for a long 
while before indicted ; what he ptetended to call Con- 
feffions, were of little Avail, as*before obferved ; the firft 
of them, viz. 234 Sune, charged nothing more upon him- 
felf, than a bare Head-Knowledse (to ufe a modern cant 
Nord) that there was a Con/piracy on Foot, 70 burn 
Houfes, which he by Accident, as it fhould ieem, over- 
heard Negroes a Talking of ; not that he was any ways 
concerned, or had agreed to, and engaged in it: In the 
fecond Confeflion, 27th Fume, indeed he goes a Step farther, 
and{ays, “ That one Day he was at Hagh/on's, and Vaarck’s 
“* Cefar afked him, if he would conclude along with them, 
“ to fet a great many Houfes on Fire.” Quack readily (but 
it may be obferved by the Way, in fuch a Manner, as if 
he was no fuch Stranger to the villainous Enterprize) told 
him, ‘* He beliewed he would, but would confider of it, 
«and give him an Anfwer.” So that yet there was no 
Acknowledgment of Quacé’s engaging himfelf, even in the 
Purpofe of burning Houtfes only ; not the leaft Hint that he 
fo much as knew, or heard of any Defign to murder and. 
defirey the People. 

The Liberties Quack took, were very notorious, not 
forgetting his Exprefiions and Airson Sunday sth 4pr7/, in 
the Midit of the many Fires that alarmed and terrified us, 
upon which he was firft committed, and then recommitted, 
after Enlargement for fome Time; and yet he {till obfti- 
nately infifted on his Innocence ; but at laft, when Con- 
feffions became fafhionable amongft them, and Quack had 
Reafon to apprehend himfelf in Jeopardy, and that he had 
but one Chance to fave his Neck ; then comes his third 
Confeffion of the 12th Inftant, which pretends to difcover 
nothing but what was well known before, excepting one 
Piece of Hearfay §9. ‘ That Vaarck’s Cz/ar, who was 
«‘ alfo a Prifoner in the fame Jail, told him that Hugh/on, 
“ Peggy, and himfelf, had had a Supper at the Houfe of one

Othello had been waiting upon his Mafter in Neav- 
Exgland all this Summer, who left this Place foon after 
the Fire at the Fort, and had been attending at Providence, 
in Rhode-Ifand Government, upon his Majefty’s efpecial 
Commiflion: The Chief Juftice it feems had many ‘Times 
taken him to tafk there, after he was informed what 
had been doing amongit us, and well knowing the Nature 
and Di‘pofition of Orhel, he concluded if there was a Plot, 
he was very likely to have had a Hand in jt; and he took a 
great deal of Pains with him, endeavouring to perfuade him 
toconiefs, if he was any ways engaged in it, or kne

The Judges of the Supreme Coutt having for fome Time 
paft, had under Confideration the Cafe of Sarah Hughfon, 
Daughter of Fobn Hugh/on and Sarah his Wife, < all lately 
convicted as Accom rplices in the Confpiracy ; the Circur- 
ftances of her Misfor tune, of having been trained up under 
the Influence and evil Example of fuch wicked difpofed 
Parents, bore great Weight withthem; they were there- 
fore inclinable (if fhe could be prevailed upon to give fome 
Colour for it) to recommend her to his Honour the Lieu- 
tenant Governor as an Obje&t of Mercy 5 and in this Ex- 
pe€tation, her Execution (which by order of the Court was 
propefed to have been at the fame Time with her Father 
and Mother) had been from time to time refpited ; but, 
after their Execution, fhe remained for fome time very 
obftinate ; and tho’ there was great Reafon to expect that 
it was in her Power to give a further Infight into this Scene 
of Iniquity ; yet fhe remained inflexible after feveral Exa- 
minations, and. would difcover nothing ; till at. length, 
they were under a Neceflity of calling her up to Sentence, 
and appointing a Day for her Execution, propofing this 
as the laft Experiment to bring her to a Confeffion, whieh 
happened to have the intended Effect ; and if there could 
be any Dependance upon her Veracity in what fhe had 
declared (and that fhe has difcovered fome Truths not 
before brought to light, they judged from the Nature of the

If your Honours 
pleafe, I have a Piece of Evidence, which I would not 
offer ’til I have opened the Nature of it; it has been hinted 
at by Mr. Attorney, in the Opening ; which is a Letter 
from General Oglethorpe to the Lieutenant Governor, in- 
forming him, That a Party of Jndians had returned to 
Georgia, on the Eishth of May laft, from War againft the 
Spaniards who in an Engagement with a Party of Spanif 
Horfe, near Augufline, had taken one of them Prifoner, 
and had brought him to the General: That the Spaniard, 
in his Examination before the Magiftrates in Georgia, had 
given fome Intelligence of a wiWainous Defign of a very 
extraordinary Nature,\ that the Spasiards had employed 
Emiffaries to burn all the Magazines and confiderable 
Towns in the Exzlib North-America, thereby to prevent 
the Subfiftence of the Exglih Fleet in the Weft- Indies ; 
and that for this Sy: many Priefts were employed, 
who pretended to be Phyficians, Dancing Mafters,------- 
and other Kinds of Occupations ; and under that Pretence 
to endeavour to gain Admitance and Cenfidence in private 
Families. 


I only offer this by way of Inducement and TMluftration

” About the Time, or foon after, we had the feveral Fires 
in this City, as related in the Introduétion, one Luke 
Barrington, an Irifbman, a profett Papiit (who came to live 
in the County of User fome fhort Time before, and fet 
up for a School-mafter, and kept School at Little Britain) 
being in Company with Fames Mc Claghry, Peter Mullender 
and feveral others; Mulknder drank Kinc Georcx’s 
Health to Barrington, who taking the Bafon of Liquor 
into his Hand,. drank King Philip's, or Philip of Spain's 
Health ;. Mc.Claghry theteupon told Barrington, it was 
wrong in him to drink the King of Spaiu’s Health in that 
Company, efpecially as it was War with Spain, and if-any 
would inform againft him, he might be hanged on that 
‘Tree, pointing to a Tree nearby ; to which Barrington 
replied, he {corned to diflemble for. any Body; that King 
Philip was bis King ; and if he would come over with his 
Army, he would take up Arms for him, and knock all the 
Englhih on the Head: Barrington ftaid a Day and two. 
Nights afterwards in that Neighbourhood, and then left it :

Mr. C RO KE R called and fworn. 


Prifoner. As Vhave lodged at your Houfe for fome 
time, you can beft give an Account of my manner of Life 
and Converfation ; and pray firft inform the King’s Judges, 
and the Jury, if you ever faw any Negroes come after me. 


Croker. No, I never faw any Negroes come after you. 


Prifoner.. Pray give an Account of what yon know of 
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Croker. Mr. Ury came to my Houfe the Summer 
before laft, and ftaid a Week; and then returned to Rur- 
Jington, and came back laft November, and faid, he was 
going further ; but I prevailed upon him to ftay, to teach 
my Son Latin, for which I was to give him his Lodging 
and Diet. He taught Norzwood’s Children, and Col. 
Beekman’s Daughter to write and cypher. Some Time 
ago he went to Staten-Iland, and preached there, and {aid 
he was paid for it: He lodged:at my Houle from November 
till a little before Campbell took Hugh/in’s Houle ;. and 
while he was with me, he kept pretty good Hours ; fome- 
times he came home by Eight, or Nine, or Ten o’Clock, 
and fometimes ftaid out till Eleven or Twelve at Night. 
He once went to. Brunfwick this Spring, before the: Fort 
was burnt, as I heard, or elfe Ido not know that he lay 
out of my Houfe ; That once talking of Negroes, lheard him 
Say, he did not think them proper Objects of Salvation. He 
ufed to go up Stairs fometimes, light a Candle in the Day. 
time, and lock himfelf up ina Room alone. 


Attorney General. Pray Mr. Croker was you in Towm 
all the Time he lodged at your Houfe ? 


Croker. No,. I have been out for a Day oro. 


Attorney General. Pray Mr. Croker what Hours did 
the Prifoner ufually come home at 


Croker. Sometimes fooner and fometimes later: I have 
known him ftay out fometimes till Eleven or Twelve 
o’Clock, once or twice later ;. I afked him why he ftaid- 
{o late, and where he had been ?*-he commonly told me he 
had been at Mr. Wcbé’s ; and fometimes at fome other. 
private Houfes. 


Attorney General. When did Ury come to lodge at your 
Honfe, and when did:he leave it ? 


Croker. Wecame to my Houfe in November laft, and 
left it a little before Campbell went to live at Hughjn’s 
Houle, 


Attorney General. Have you ever heard him preach ? 


Croker. Yes, once, and he then faid, he was to preach: 
again the next Sunday ; and in his Prayer before Sermon, 
he prayed for bis Majefy King Gzorce, and all the Ryal 
Family. (w)

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FOSEPH WEBB called for the Prifoner and

Prifoner. Mr. Webb, I defire you will give an Account 
of what you know of me. 


Webb. Ihave known Mr. Ury fince November lat, 1 
was then at work at John Croker’s at the Fighting Cocks, 
and hearing him reading Latin and Englith, and thinking he 
yead well, enquired of Croker who he was? he told me he 
was a Schoolaafter lately come from Philadelphia; and 
from this I became acquainted with him, and I afked him if 
he would teach a Child of mine; and he faid he would, if 
Croker would give him Liberty of coming to~his Houfe; 
which Croker agreed to; and I fent my Child to him, and 
he taught him Latin.; and after this I recommended him 
to Col. Beekman, to teach his Daughter to write and cyphers 
and he and I growing more intimate, and.I obferving a 
poor and mean Appearance in his Habit, I thought his 
Pocket might be anfwerable to it; and I gave him an 
Invitation to my Houfe, and told him he fhould be welcome 
at my Table Noon and Night, atany time, when he faw 
Proper ; and he frequently came to my Houfe accordingly 
all the Winter after : That he ufed often to ftay at my Houfe 
late in difcourfing, fometimes on one Subjett, fometimes on 
another ; and has ftaid there, now and then, till Eleven 
or Twelve o’Clock at Night, and I have often gone home 
with him to his Lodging at thofe Hours. -Mr. Ury told me 
he was a Non Juring Minifter,; having afked him, who 
ordained him, he anfwered me, the Senior Non Juror in 
England: Ihave heard him preach, and have heard him 
fay, fuch a Day is my Sacrament Day, and he muft be 
at Sacrament. 


Attorney General. Did he fay he muft take the Sacra- 
erament, or beat Sacrament, or adminifter the Sacrament ? 


Webb. I cannot be fure, but I remember he faid, it 
was his Sacrament Day.. 


Was it Sundays or working Days he 
faid were his Sacrament Days ? 

Webb, 
name both. 


Icannot be fure, but I think I‘have heard him 


Attorney General. Do you know any thing’of his buying 
of Wafers, or going to a Confectioner’s ? 


Webb. We afked me for a Confectioner’s Shop, and I 
fhewed him Mr. De Brofe’s, where he went along with 
me; and after he afked for feveral forts of Sweet Meats, 
hé afied for Wafers; which being fhewn to him, he afked 

Mr. DeBrofgé.if he made Wafers for the Lutheran Miniter, 
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and he was told he did, but I do not remember that he 
bought any of them : I have heard him pray and preach 
feveral times, but don’tremember, That ever I heard hin 
pray for King Grorce, but in general Terms for the King. 
Iam by Trade a Carpenter, and Uy applied to me to.make 
him up fomething in Hugh/on’s Houfe, which f have heard 
fince called an Altar; That Ury gave me Direétions for 
making it, and faid, it was.a Place to lay Books on to read, 
or to put a Candle or a Bottle and Glafs on, or other fuch 
like common Ufes ; it was two Pieces of Board, whith 
formed a Triangle, and was-raifed againft the Wall, at the 
Bottom of which was a Shelf; on each Side there was a 
Place to hold a Candle.

_ Attorney General. Do you know any thing of Ury’s 
being imprifoned in England ? 

Webb. Ury did tell me that he was imprifoned in 
England ; for he faid he had wrote a Book there, and that 
the Criticks laid hold of it, picked a Hole in it and con- 
ftrued it Treafon; but ifit was, he faid, it was.contrary to 
his Intentions. 


Attorney General, Mr. Wedd, in your Converfations 
together, what have you heard him fay about Negroes ? 


Webb. We were one Day talking about Negroes, and 
I faid, I thought they had Souls to be faved or loft as weil 
as other People ; Ury faid, he thought they were not proper 
Obje&s of Salvation; I replied, what would you do with 
them then, what would you damn them all? No, fays he, 
leave them to that Gfeat Being that has made them, he 
knows beft what to do with them ; fayshe, They are of 
a Slavifh Nature, it is the Nature of them to be Slaves, 
give them Learning, do them all the Good you can, and 
put them beyond the Condition of § laves, and in return, they 
ail cut your Throats. 


Court. Mr. Ury, would you afk this Witnefs any more 
Queftions ? 


Prifoner. No, Sir, I have nothing more to afk.

JOHN CAMPBELL, and ANN CAMPBELL 
his Wife, fworn, 


Prifoner. Mr. Campbell, did you ever fee me at Hugh- 
fex's Houle before I went there with you, and what pafled 
there ? 

Fobn Campbell. never faw him there till I went to 
take Poffeffion of the Houfe at May-Day laft, and then as 
we were going there together, he faid, he did not know 
the Way thither ; and when we came down,he took Gerardus 
Comfort’s Houfe for it; as for any thing elfe, I know no- 
thing more of pin for I took him fora grave, fober, honeft 
Man. 

Prifoner. Mrs. Campbell, will you pleafe to give an 
Account of what you know of me, and what paffed between 


Sarah Hughfon and me, when we went to take Poffeflion 
ofthe Houfe. 


4. Campbell. 1 went ‘with my Hufband and Mr. U7, 
on May-Day laft, to Hugh/on’s, to take Pofleffion of the 
Houfe ; “and when we came there, Sarah Hughfon the 
Daughter was in Pofleflion ; and we told her the muft go 
out of the Houfe; for that my Hufband had taken it: 
Whereupon Sarah Hughfon {wore and curfed at me; and 
Mr. Ury faid to her, how dare you talk fo impertinently 
and faucily to anold Woman, you impudent Huffey ! go 
out of the Houfe, or I'll turn youout: Szrxah then {wore 
miferably, and faid, you havea Houfe now, bur hall not 
have one tong.

JOSEPH HILDRETH, School-mafer, and 
RICHARD NORWOOD, called and {worn. 


Attorney General. Mr. Hildreth, will you give an 
Account of what you know of the Prifoner, how you 
became acquainted with him, and what has pafled between 
him and you in Converfation from time te time, 
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Hildreth, 
to Writing. 

Ch. Fuflice. You muft not read the Paper, but you 
may look into it to refrefh your Memory. 


What I have to fay, Sir, Ihave committed 
[and produced a Paper. from his Pocket.] 


Hildreth. ‘The Way I came to hear of, or know this 
“ Mr. Ury, was, that laf Winter fome time in February, 
‘I happened. to be in Company with a Friend at Mr, 
““ Croker’s, and Mr. Webb, Joiner, called me afide; and 
“© afked me What School I had; and if I would incline ta 
** take a Partner, one very well verfed in the Exglijh, Latiz 
** and Greek Tongues? I anfwered him, what School I had 
“ T could very well manage myfelf ; I had no Inclination 
** fora Partner at all: He faid he wasa good fober fort of 
“‘a Man, and underftood his Bufinefs very well, and if we 
** could agree, he did not doubt but it would do very well - 
“ Tanfwered him, I inclined to be Mafter of my own School 
*‘ alone, though it was not fo large asifI had a Partner. 
“‘ He feeing I had no Inclination for him, did not tell me 
** who he was. 

** Some time after, about feven or eight Weeks, I hada 
* little Bufinefs on shad Capt. Gr ifies, where I met with 
** him and Weé in Company, which was the firft time I ever 
‘* {poke to him ; then, after our Salutation of each other, 
“« he began to afk me fome Queftions concerning my School 
‘and Method of teaching ; after which we ftepped in at 
** Baker's, and took a -ferious-Glafs together ; at which 
‘© time he took a fmall Book ‘out of his Pocket (Engl 
and Latiz) and conftrued (I think) the 117th Pfalm ; 
** then laying the Book on the Table, I took it up, and 
** was going to look on the Title Page; but he dire&lly 
** feized it outof my Hands, and told me I muft not look 
** into it, and put it in his Pocket. 

** Another time at my School, I had fome Difcourfe 
«with him concerning Mr. Whitefeld’s Letter in Anfwer 
s* to Mr. We/ly’s Sermon on Free-Grace ; which Letter he 
«* did not approve of at all, and told mé, he believed it 
“was through the great Encouragement the Negroes had 
** received from Mr.Whitefield, we had all this Diflurbances 
6‘ and that be believed Mr, Whitefield qas more of @ 
** Roman than any Thing elfe; and he believed he came 
“ abroad with na good Defige. Then I afked him what 
‘© was the Signification ot a Non-Juror, as I underftood 
‘* he pretended to be? and he anfwered, thofe that would 
s* not take the Oaths of Allegiance, as he did not: I afked 
‘chim Why? Says he, Can you {wear one to be a Baftard ? 
‘* No: No more can they fay King 7--- wasone ; and the 
“* Difference between we Non-Furors and others, is this; we, 
‘in the Prayer for the King and Royal Family, mention na 
** Names, as they do; Lafked him if they pray’d for the 
“© Pretender ? he faid, for him, let bim be who he will, that 
** was the King ; he mentioned no Names. At 
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** At another time, fays he, you talk f much again 
* Popery, 1 believe though you fpeak fo much againft it, 
“| you will find you have (or Ithink will have) a Pope in 
** your Belly; for, fays he, the Abfolution of the Church 
‘© of Rome is not half fo bad as that of the Church of 
“ England at the Vifitation of the Sick: But, faysI, I 
‘* don’t approve of their confefling to Priefts, ec. fays I, 
‘* there is a dealof Wickednefs and Deceit in it: Says he; 
* No, no; for when any Perfon makes Confeffions, the 
‘* Prieft does not know who they be; for he does not fo 
“‘ much as fee them, but only hears and abfolves them : 
“* Then, fays I, I was miftaken. Oh! fays he, they

% baptized a Child in the Howie, but they uled more

Attorney General. Mr. Norwood, will you give the 
Court and Jury an Account of what you know of the 
Prifoner.at the Bar? 

+ ny Norwoods 
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Norwood. I became acquainted with him laft Fall, and 
Tagreed with him in December to teach my Children to 
write and read; That feveral Times in Converfatien with 
him, ‘he talked in fach a Manner that I fafpeéted him to 
be a Popifh Prieft. He ufed very often to mifs coming to 
teach my Children at the School time, and made frivolous 
Excufes ; and at laft I was very angry with him and dif- 
charged him: That in the Evenings he us’d very often 
to pretend that he muft go to pray by a fick Perfon dy the 
Englilh Church, that belonged ‘to his Society, or that he 
muft go and pray with his Society by the Engh/b Church : 
(x) Whereupon I once afked him to let me go along with 
him ; but he refufed me, and faid it was not proper for any 
one to go there, who were not of the Society ;_ which occa- 
fioned a Jealoufy in me, and I had often a Mind ‘to have 
dogged him, to have feen where he went, and do not know 
how it happened, but I never did. That one Day I met 
Campbell the Schoolmafter in the Street, who faid to me, 
What do you think ? Webb has taken away his Son from 
me, and has put him to a School-mafter that lodges at 
Croker’s ; and Campbell faid, D---2 him, he is a Popilh 
Prief: And at laft having, a bad Opinion of him, I dif- 
charged him, left-he fhould inveigle my Children; and I 
told him, I would have-nothing mere to fay to him:

‘Mr. Murray. May it please your Honours, and you

That the Prifoner isa Romifh Emiflary, fent according to 
the Intimation in General Oglethorpe’s Letter, I think mutt 
be concluded from what-has been given in Evidence againft 
him; and from the known Principles of the Romifh Reli- 
gion, it may be judged, what Inducement the Prifoner 
had to undertake fo wicked and diabolicala Projeét.

“brought hither ;from which there was Reafon to apprehend; 


that this City and People were not yet out of Danger from 
this Hellifh Confederacy, which had been fo wickedly and 
malicioufly formed againft both 3 and confidering the Hints 
the Negrocs gave concerning the execrable Oath the Con- 
fpirators had engaged themfelves in 3 it feemed probable 
that the like Attempts would be renewed, notwithftanding 
the many Examples that had been made by Executions, and 
the Number of Slaves fent out of the Province ; for the 
Confpirators impioufly looked upon the Oath to be fo 
facred, that they thought (as xo Doubt they were made to 
believe) that the eternal Welfare of their Souls depended 
upon their ftri&t Obfervance and Execution of it; for fear 
(as the Cant was, both of Whites and Blacks) that if they 
Should reveal it, or defift from the Execution of the En- 
gagements they were laid under by it, they /Lould wrong 
their own Souls. 


Many Cabals of Negroes alfo had been difcovered in 
diverfe Parts of the Country, fince the Execution and 
Tranfportation of the Confpirators, which juftly caufed 
Sufpicion, that the fame villainous Scheme was yet ia Agi- 
tation; particularly in Queen's County, on Na/fau, alias 
Long-Ifand ; the Negroes had there formed themfelves into 
a Company about Chriftmafs lait, by Way of Play, or 
Diverfion (as they would have had it thought) had muftered 
and trained with the Jorrowed Arms and Accoutrements of 
their Mafters, (or we would rather fuppofe, /urreptitioufly 
obtained) Information whereof having been given to His 
Honour the Lieutenant Governor, he immediately ordered 
his Majefty’s Attorney General to write to the Juftices of 
that County about it, and to expoftulate with them upon 
the Occafion, and direct them to inflit due Punifhment 
en the Offenders. 


And the Negroes were accordingly chaftifed for this 
daring Piece of Infolence. 


There having alfo been Reports about the fame Time, 
of feveral pretended Prophecies of Negroes, That Charles- 
Town iz South-Carolina, and the City of New-York, were 
tobe burnt down on the Twenty fifth of March next; thefe 
Circumftances confidered, and added to what had been 
wrote by General Og/ethorpe, as before mentioned, That the 
declared Enemies had fecretly confpired to burn down and 
defiroy all bis Majefty’s Magazines in North-America; and 
confidering what a Scene of monftrous Iniquity had been 
difcovered the laft Summer, tending to this deteftable Pur- 
pofe ; there feemed to be too much Reafon to fufpect, that 
thefe Sort of Divinations were founded upon a Confpiracy 
fill fubfifting, as well as in Part executed, both here and 
in South- Carolina. 


The Lieutenant Governor therefore thought it neceflary 
to put the People upon their Guard, by writing circular 
Letters to the Magiftrates of every City, Borough and 
County within this Government. 


The following Letter was fent dire&ted to the Mayor 
Recorder and Aldermen of this City. ‘ 


“< Gentlemen, 26th January, 1742. 


‘© AFTER the providential Difcovery of the late moft 
¢ execrable Confpiracy, and the hellith and barbarous 
“ Defigns of a perverfe and blood-thirfty People, for the 
* Ruin and Deftru€tion of the whole Provinee, and the 
‘* Inhabitants thereof and that-even at a Time when all 
‘* Things were ripe for Execution, and the intended Defo- 
** Jation was fo nigh at Hand ; one would think our fignal 
“* Prefervation could never be forgot ; and that no one 
‘* could be fo blind to himfelf, and regardlefs of his future 
* Safety, as to fuffer the Negroes to have private or publick 
‘‘ Meetings and Caballings together; thereby giving them 
‘©an Opportunity of forming new ~Defigns, or another 
* Confpiracy ; knowing them to be a People whom no 
‘¢ Example can reclaim, no Punifhment deter, or Lenitives

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‘* appeafe ; yet fromthe many undoubted Informations I 
** have received from diverfe Parts of the Country, the 
* Infolence of the Negroes is as great, if not greater, than 
“ ever ; and they are not only fuffered to have private, but 
“ even publick Meetings, in great Numbers, without: the 
** Jeaft Moleftation or Interruption from the Magiftrates, 


‘* and in Defiance of thofe Laws they ought to.be.the. 


** Protectors of, and fee put in due Execution; thereby 
“ fuffering them and themfelves to be trampled on and 
“ infulted, to the endangering the Peace of the Province: 
** If this Practice continues, what may we not fear? For 
“I doubt there are too many yet remaining among us 
“ who were of the late Conlpiracy3 and though we have 
** felled the Tree, I fear. it is not entirely rooted up. 1 mutt 
‘* therefore require you, as you value the Peace and Safety 
“© of this City and Province, and your own Prefervation 5 
“and you.are hereby ftri€tly charged and required, to fee 
“« the Laws againft Negroes duly and punétually executed ; 
« fuffering no’ Meetings of them within your City and 
© County and feveral Difirits: And, in order that the 
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“fame maybe more effectually done, I do hereby direét 
** you to charge all the Conftables and other Officers, to be 
“diligent in their Duty, and that they apprehend and 
“ bring before you, or fome of you, all and every, one fo 
“ offending ; as %alfo all fuch Perfon and Perfonsias shall be 
** found to harbour Negroes, confederate or confort with 
«‘ them,. that they may be. proceeded againft according to 
“* Law. And in order that every one may have Notice 
** hereof, I do dire&t, that you caufe this Letter to be read 
‘¢ from time to time at your General Quarter Seffions ; and 
“¢ that you give in Charge tothe Grand Juries, that they 
*‘ make Enquiries concerning the Offenders: I doubt not . 
“ but you will have Regard-hereto, as it fo highly concerns 
‘you all; and that you will take fach prudent Meafures 
‘* as-may-prevent any future Difturbance.

T the General Quarter Seffions of the Peace, held this 
Day for the City and County of New-York. 


The Grand, Jury being called and fworn, the above 
Letter was read ; and the Recorder after obferving upon, 
and endeavouring to enforce, the fame by his Charge, like- 
wife recommended to them: to enquire in general concern- 
ing Tavern-keepers.and Innholders entertaining of Negroes 
at their Houfes, as a Crime of moft_ pernicious. and dange- 
rous Tendency ; and having received Information con- 
cerning M------ and Whitfield, two Tavern-keepers, that 
they were much fufpected of being guilty of that vile 
Practice (notwithftanding the latter was convicted upon-an 
Indiétment found again{t’ him for the like Crime, and fined 
thereupon the laf Summer) the Recorder gave them par- 
ticularly im Charge. 


Hereupon*the Gfand Jury, as they were about to be 
difcharged, reported, That they had enquired into the re- 
fpeftive Neighbourhoods of ‘thofe two Perfons, and that 
they could get no fufficient Information concerning this 
Matter whereon to found an Accufation again them, 


But how well grounded the Lieutenant Governor's 
Apprehenfions were, concerning the Danger which fiill 
threatned us from the Confpirators remaining- amongit 
us, may be’conceived from what follows. 


MONDAY; 15th Fepruary: 


"THIS Morning about fix o’Clock, it was providentially’ 
difcovered, that fome Fire had been put in the 
Gutter -of a Shed adjoining to the Houfe where Walker 
Hyer lived, next the Fence of the Old Dutch Church- 
Yard: The Wind blowing very hard at N. and the Gutter 
lying N. and S. fome of the Coals were blown’ into the 
Street ; which were accidentally difcerned by one Hendricks, 
a Carpenter; who was opening the Window-Shutters of a 
new Houfe he-was about finifhing, fronting the End of the 
Street, in order to go to work ; whereupon he immediately- 
went to Hyer’s Houfe, and called him out of Bed; and 
they found fome live Coals inthe Gutter next the Shed 
towards the Church- Yard, and likewife a Brand’s-End, or 
the Bark:of a Bfand’s-End, on the other Side of the Houfe 
next Ratfey’s: The Mayor being acquainted herewith, he 
fummoned the Magiftrates to meet this Morning at thé 
City-Hall, ‘to confult what Steps to take, in order to dif- 
cover the Incendiaries: And the Magiftrates being accor- 
dingly met, it was-_propofed by one of them, as no particular 
Perfon was fufpeéted, that they fhould all go and view the 
Houfe, and enquire what Negroes were in the Neighbour- 
hood, and their Characters, whereby the moft Sufpicious 
might be laid hold of and examvined 3 twas thought 
moft likely, that by this Method the Trath might chance 
to belt out: They went accordingly; and it luckily hap- 
pened, that the firft Perfon’s Negro enquired after, was the 
Widow Bradt’s. She kept a Bake-houfe near by, and her | 
Yard 
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Yard ran-along the Rear of Hyer’s and Rat/ey’s Houfes, up 
tothe Church Yard Fence, where were an Heap of Oyfter 
Shells lying fo near Hyer’s Gutter, that a middle-fiz’d Man 
might eafily ftep up and put Fire in the Gutter, at the 
North End of it, and from the fame Yard as eafily throw 
a Brand’s End on the other Side of the Houfe next Rai/ey’s : 
Upon the Enquiry, it was faid that the Widow Brad? had 
only one Negro, a Sart of a Simple half-witted Boy ; but 
however he was ordered to be brought forth ; and. he ap- 
peared upon View to bea lufty well-fet Fellow, of Man's 
Growth, and was afterwards judged (by thofe that knew 
him beft, and had. brought him into the Country) ‘to be 
One or Two and Twenty Years old; his natural Counte- 
nance was none of the pleafanteit ; but his Appearance upon 
this Occafion betokened Symptoms of Guilt : It was 
thought that Baker’s Servants, from the Nature of their 
Bufinefs, muft be up early, and have always a Command of 
Fire, which adminiftred fome Colour of Sufpicion, which 
the Looks of the Feilow very much heighten’d ; and there- 
fore he was without Ceremony committed, in order for 
Examination in the Afternoon, and likewife fome other 
Negroes of the Neighbourhood, who. were afterwards 
difcharged. 


The Magiftrates being met at three-o’ Clock in the 
Afternoon, and Yom afked, how he came to put the Fire 
to Hyer’s Houfe, and who advifed and affifted him in it? 
he dire&tly owned, that he put the Fire in the Gutter him- 
felff And being then very particularly examined, his 
Confeffion was taken down in Writing, in the Prefence of 
the Juftices, and by them figned. 


The Confeffion followeth... 


1: JOM confeffeth and faith, «‘ That the Sunday before 

“aft, he being in the Yard of Capt. Safer 
“* Farmar, a playing for Pennies with Fack a Negro be- 
“longing to faid Farmar, a Negro belonging to Samuel 
“. Dunfcombe, a Negro belonging to Fobx Tudor called 
“ Peter, and a Negro belonging to Charles Crooke (Rob) ; 
% Fack told him (Tore) that his Miftrefs was crofs to him, 
*‘he fhould take Fire and throw it upon the Shed or 
“* Offdackye, (a) and fet them on Fire ; that if he the faid 
*“* Tom did not do it, he (Zack) would poifon him: That 
““Fack told him this in the Hearing of “Peter.” 


2. “ That Fack told him, if he fired the Shed, that 
‘“¢ would fire the Houfe of Capt. Rat/ey, and his Miftrefs’s 
** Houfe too, and her in it ; That Zack told him (Tom) 
‘“that in firing the Shed, that would fire the whole Town, 
“‘and then the Negroes in Tonun, with the Negroes that 
““avere to come from Long-Ifland, would murder the White

«“ People ; and that he faid this in the Prefence and Hearing 
‘* of all the Negroes above mentioned.” 


3. * That all the Negroes above mentioned faid, that 
“ when the Negroes came from Long-I/land, they could dg 
“it all at once (that is) murder the white People 3 and 
*¢ that they would aflift or help in murdering of the Whites 
‘* and then they would be rich like the (6) Backarara. 


4, “ That Fack told him (Yom) to throw fire upon 
“‘ the Offdackye or Shed early on the Monday Morning 
“come Week ; and that he rofe very early, about five o” 
“Clock, lita Candle, made a Fire ia the Bake-Houfe, 
‘« heated Water to melt the Sugar, and then took a lighted 
“‘ Coal of Fire, and ‘threw it upon the Roof of the Shed. 


5. © That immediately after his throwing the Coal 
“¢ of Fire upon the Roof, the Coal in falling broke into 
‘© feyera] {maller Coals ; that the Wind blew the Sparks 
‘* into the Little Street. 


6. * That foon after he heard a Knocking at Walter 
“© Hyer’s Door ; that he was then ftill in his Miftrefs’s 
‘¢ Yard, and hearing the Knocking, he was afraid to be 
“ difcovered, and run into his Miftrefs’s Bake-houfe, and 
“« fat himfelf down at the Fire fide; that being afraid he 
* might he followed, he bolted the Side-Door which leads 
“ into the Yard.”

TTHE Juftices being meta fourth Time, in order to 
endeavour to pry further into this Myftery of Iniquity, 
by examining Jom once more; for as to what had been 
drawn from him hitherto one could not give entire Credit, 
as the Reader may conclude, excepting as to his being the 
Inftrument of putting the Fire; and it being intimated by 
one of the Magiitrates, that Tom’s Miftrefs had a /frong 
Imagination, (one might venture to fay a/ramge One) that 
fhe and her Son, if the Magiitrates would permit their 
Attendance, could prevail upon their Negro to fpeak the 
whole Truth, As there were many of us, there was 
Difference in Opinions upon-this Matter. However, at 
length it was ruled, that they fhould be admitted, and 
were fent for accordingly. Upon their Appearance, Tom 
was admonifhed to ‘ell the whole Truth, how it was 
concerning this Matter; and he declared himfelf at firft to 
the fame Purpole as to the Negroes he before accufed, and 
as to the fame Matter and Subitance with his Examinations 
before fet forth; but in the Clofe, as there was great Doubt 
made of his Veracity, being ftrenuoufly urged by fome of 
the Magiftrates, and his Maiter and Miftrefs, ‘to be fure 
“ that he {poke nothing but the Truth; ” and being afked, 
whether he was fure that what he had faid as to thefe 
Negroes was the Truth? be thereupon recanted, and 
declared what he had before related concerning the Negroes 
he had accufed, were all Lies; and took the Whole upon 
him(elf, And being afked, why he did it, and how he 
came to do fo? he anfwered, He could not help doing it. 


This Fellow having thus prevaricated, no Ufe could be 
propofed to be made of him as an Evidence to convitt 
others, however he might have chanced to change.his Note 
afterwards; and ’twas therefore determined to bring him 
upon his Trial. -But it may be proper to obferve, that 
in the Interval between Tow:’s firft and laft Examination, 
the Negroes accufed by him, were feveral Times clofely 
examined, both feparately and Face to Face; but they all 
along pofitively denied every Thing alledged againft them 
-by Tom concerning the fetting Fire, &'c.. but owned their 
being

being together at Farmar’s playing at Pennies ; though it 
could fcarce be imagined, that Jom (who was realy no Fool, 
nor any of the wifeft) had framed this Scheme, and made 
this Attempt merely on his own Bottom, which fhould fo 
correfpond with the villainous Confederacy of the laft Year, 
His Recantation was not taken down in Writing, but what 
is above fet forth, contains the Subftance of it.

Wiiziam Smiru, Efq; having been appointed by the 
Juftices, Council and Profecutor for the King, he delivered 
into Court Articles of Accufation againft the Prifoner. 


Before the Articles were read, the Freeholders were 
{worn, well and truly to try and judge as directed by the 
Aét of Aflembly ; and the Recorder warned the Prifoner 
in Favour of Life, that he need not plead Guzlty to any of 
the Articles, but neverthelefs, that his feveral Confeffions 
being read to the Court, would amount to full Proof, fo 
far as they affected himéelf, 


Then the Articles were read, and were as followeth, 


“* Tom, a Negro Man Slave belonging to Divertie Bradt 
‘of the faid City, Widow, ftands charged and accufed, 


« Fiyff, Fox that he the faid Jom, on Sunday the feventh 
© Day of February aft paft, at the Dock Ward of this 
“* City, did confpire with Zack, a Negro Man Slave 
““belonging to Sa/per Farmar, Michael, a Negro Man 
‘* Slave belonging to Samuel Dunfcombe, Peter, a Negro 
‘* Man Slave belonging to Fohn Tudor, and Rob, a Negra 
** Man Slave belonging to Char/es Crooke, of this City, and 
*‘-diverfe other Negro Slaves unknown, to kill and murder 
“the faid Divertie Bradt, Baffie Vandewater, and other 


'*© his Majefty’s liege People within the City of Nea-York. 


“* Secondly, For that he the faid Yom, on Monday the 
‘* fifteenth Day of February laft paft, did willfully put Fire 
«© to and burn the Shed or Outhoufe of Bafie Vandewater, 
‘’and the Houfe of Andrew Bradford and Cornelia his 
*s Wife, inthe Dock Ward of the fame City.

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* Thirdly, For that he the faid Tom, didon the fifteenth

‘“‘ Houfes, and burning them in the fame. 


““ Fourthly, That he the faid Zom,-on the fifteenth Day 
« February laft paft, at the City and Ward aforefaid, did 
** attempt to burn the Out-houfe of the faid Divertie Bradt 
“and the Dwelling-Houfes of Baie Vandewater, and 
&¢. Andrew Bradford and Cornelia his Wife, fituate in the

To the Firft Article the Prifoner pleaded, Nor Guilty, 
Tothe Second, Gzilty. 
To the Third, Not Guilty. 


As the Prifoner had pleaded Guilty to the Second Article, 
the Court were of Opinion to proceed to Judgment upon 
that ; but Mr. Smith moved, that before they proceeded, 
fome Witnefles might be fworn, and the Criminal’s fevera] 
Examinations and Confeffions taken by the Jaftices, as 
before fet forth, might be read for their further Informa- 
tion concerning his Guilt, and for the greater Satisfa€tion 

of the Court and~Audience. 


And here it may not be improper to obferve, that the 
Prifoner diftinguifhed and pleaded to the three feveral 
Articles dire€tly, without Hefitation; which feems tobe a 
farther Argument that he had more Sen‘e than fome People 
were willing to allow him.

The Criminal’s Confeffions -read as before fet forth. 


And the Juftices further informed the Court, that the 
Criminal at his laft Examination, though he at the Begin- 
ning of it perfifted in the fame Story as to his Accufation 
of “Fack (Farmar’s) prompting and propofing to him te 


‘put the Fire, &c, and as to the other Negroes prefent ‘at 


the two Meetings at Farmar’s Houfe, advifing and threat- 
ning him if he did not, &c.. yet in the-Clofe he declared 
for Truth, that all he had faid relating to them, were Lies, 
and that he put the Fire of his own Head ;'and being 
afk’d, why he didit, and how he came to do fo? he 
aniwered, he could not help doing it. And being afleed 
by the Court, whether he did not make fuch Confeffions 
He was 
then bid to tell the fame Story over again as he had told 
tothe Juftices at the three firft Examinations, and likewife 
at the firft Part of the fourth and laft ; and he repéated the 
fame over again, as it were in the fame Words : And when 
he had done,» being ‘afked, whether what he had then faid 
as to the other Negroes was true? heanfwered, No, twas 


elf Lies ; and took all again upon himfelf, and owned his 


Recantation to be the'Truth, 


The Audience being ordered to withdraw, the Prifoner 
taken from the Bar, and the Court-Room cleared; the 
Recorder adviled with the Juftices and Freeholders; and 
having taken their Opinions, which were unanimous upon 
that Occafion, the Doors were ordered to be opened, and 
the Prifoner brought back ; and being accordingly brought 
back, the Recorder proceeded.to Admonition and Sentence, 
as followeth : 


«©47OU Tom, the Criminal at the Bar, hearken to 
ts what is now to be faid-to you. 


“You ftand convicted of willfully putting Fire” to and 
<‘ burning the Shed or Out-houfe of Baffe Vandewater (e) 
«‘ within this City. The Evidence of your Guilt has ftood 
‘* principally upon your own Confeffion before your Trial ; 
«which you now confirm by your Plea: And indeed 
‘“‘ this is the ftrongeft Proof, the higheft-Conviétion that 
“can be: For this fingle Fa&t you deferve Death: And 
«‘ though the Court proceeds to give Judgment againft 
“‘ you upon ‘this Article ;° yet your Offence is of acom- 
« plicated Nature, 7, ¢. confifts of many Particulars, all 
“tending to one and the fame monftrous and execrable 
“ Purpofe ; the Murdering the Inhabitants of this City. 
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(e) Laid in her Name in the Articles of Accusation, being* 
Owner of the Houfe; Walter Hyer Tenant 
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“ The hellifh Scheme you have engaged in, as you have 
“ confefled before the Magiftrates over and over again (I 
« think no lefs than four feveral Times) was, to fet Walter 
<* Hyer’s Houle on fire, and (as you concluded and propofed) 
«© that would confequently fet the next Houle ( Ratfey’s ) 
‘on fire, and that would fet your Miftref’s on fire, and 
« burn your Miftrefs init ; and then that would burn -the 
“whole Town: Then the Long-Jfand Negroes were to

‘¢ Fools, or Mad-Folks, would engage in fuch chimerical, 
* wicked, villainous and dangerous Projects, which muft

“that Effect: That thereupon Yack infifted, that you

Trial, thus far was calculated principally with a View 
so. awaken the. People toa Senfe of their Danger with 
refpec? to the Negroes, and other Confpirators, and to put 
them upon their Guard ; whereas fame light-headed 
People (and others, as it is to be feared with deeper 
Defign, in order to put a Stop to further Difcovery) bad 
taken no fall Pains ta bring a Difcredit upon the Story 
of the Plot, though they had feen Houfes burnt to the 
Ground, and others on fire about our Ears, and no one 
could find out, if they were not done on Purpofe, how 
they came to be fo. Whether this extravagant Behaviour 
of the former were owing toan Apprebenfion of having 
their own Negroes brought in Queftion, and juffering by

exceffive was the Folly and Wantonne/s of some, and the 
seecrable Malice and Villainy of others !

But his Honour the Lieutenant Governor, by Advice of ® 


his Majeity’s Council, thought proper to reprieve him to 
the Friday feven night. 


Tem after his Condemnation returned to his old Story 


as to F ack (Farmar’s) advifing him to fet fire, &e. and 
brought in Philip (Duychink’s) as joining with Sack 
therein, and-in the Threatnings to poifon or kill him, if 
he did not ; but Fack and Phzlip were feveral times exa- 
mined after Zom’s Condemnation, and confronted with him, 
and he charged: them to their Faces, but they could not be 
brought to.a Confeflion, Their Examinations follow. 
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PHILIP (Duyckink’s Negro) being examined, fays, 


HAT he was at Fack (Farmar’s) on Sunday 

about a Month ago; in the Afternoon, in Church 
«Time, he was going by Farmar’s. Houfe to-Church, and

FAC K (Farmar’s) though he denied it at firft, now 
owns, ‘ that PAz/ip (Duykind’s) and Oronoko (Marflon’s} 
«< were at his Miftrefs’s in the Yard one Sunday, but did 
“not fee them play at Pennies but each of them once on 
‘* different Sundays ; and that fase came to his Houfe 
** frequently on a Week-Day.” 


Both Pdilip and Oronoko own, “ they were playing at 
“Pennies at Sack (Farmars) on Sunday three Weeks 
* ago. 


fom (Brad?s) confronted with Fack (Farmar’s) and 
charged him with telling him, that PAz/ip faid, he (Tom) 
fhould put the Fire ; that PAi/ip was by, and heard Fack 
tell him fo, and faid if he did not he would lick him ; 
and Jack (Farmar’s) {aid, he would poifon him if he did 
not. Tom was likewife at the fame Time confronted with 
Philip, and declared to the fame Purpofe to his Face. 
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T HE Negro Yom was executed. 

At the Gallows he declared, ** That now he was 
“ fure he muft die, he would tell’ the’ Truth; and faid, 
“that Fack (Farmar’s) Philip (Duyckink's) Cuffee 
‘“* (William Gilber?s) and Corah (DavidVan Horne’s) 
‘* were the Perfons that put him upon fetting the Fire.” 


Immediately after Tom's Execution, Cufee, Corab 
and Philip, were apprehended and ftriftly examined 
by the Mayor and-Recorder, but nothing could be got 
out of them. 
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MONDAY, 15th Marcu. 
Tanner’s Barkhoufe, belonging ‘to one Stevens was fet 
on fire, in the Swamp at the Eaft End of this City, 
the Wind blowing exceeding hard at N.W. The Alarm of 
Fire: was between Twelve and One 0” Clock, which put 
the People into great Confternation; but the Tan-Pits 
being detached fome Diftance from any Dwelling-Houfes, 
it did no other Damage than the Burning a few woodea 
Work- and Bark-houfes belonging te the Tanners there, 
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Upon , Enquiry it was found, that two of Stewens’s 
Negroes, Sam and Tom, and alfo his White Servant Boy 
(Fobn) had been at work there in the Morning; and 
it being cold, they had made fome Fire under the Wind 
near the Work-houfe, and-had inclofed the Fire on both 
Sides with two Doors or Boards, to prevent the Eddy Wind 
from blowing the Fire about. 


At Twelve o’ Clock thefe,Servants all left off Work, in 
order togo home to Dinner. Negro Sam fends Jom to 
fetch Tea-Water at a little Diftance from the Place where 
they had been at work, and afterwards fends the White Boy 
after him, and Sam undertakes to put out the Fire and 
faften the Doors of the Bark-houfe and Stable ; which 
done, and Yom and the White Boy returned with Tea- 
Water, they all go Home together to Dinner, and towards 
One o” Clock this Fire was difcovered. 


The Bark-houfe was a new clofe boarded Building, ad- 
joining to a Stable and Mill-houfe, on the Side of the Yard 
oppofite to the Work-houfe, under the Side of which the 
Fire was made by the Servants in tlfe Yard ; and the Bark- 
houfe was at the End of thofe Buildings firft mentioned, 
fartheft out of the Courfe of the Wind; fo that it was 
moft improbable that any Coals could have been blown 
thither ; and it feem’d to be agreed on all Hands, that the 
Fire muft have been put there on Purpofe. 
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TUESDAY, 16th Marcu: 


Examinations taken this Day, and feveral other fucceeding 
Days, before the Mayor, Recorder and feveral of the 
Aldermen, concerning the Fire at the Tan-Yards in the 
Swamp.

Tom {aid, “ When he went for Tea-Water, he left Sams

“* that it was not then put out, nor did he fee it put out ; 
‘> but that Sam faid he had put it out with Water : That 
“‘ he did not fee Sam ftand at the Water-hole, nor did he 
** fee him till he came to the Lime-houfe of Mr. Bonei#, 
“‘when he faw him ftand at the little Gate waiting for

WILLIAM ROGERS {faid, “ That on the fifth

** work for Mr, Bonnett, Sam, a Negro belonging to Fobx 
‘© Stevens, delivered to this Rogers, a Piece of Gold called a 
‘© Double Doubleloon, which was very black, and defired 
«* him to get it changed for him into other fmaller Money ; 
‘ thatlogers deliver’d thisGold to Mr.Szevens, who took his 
‘© Negro up Stairs and whipp’d him: That afterwards, being 
«‘ Saturday, faid Sam came again to the T'an-Yards, where 
‘© finding faid Regers, Sam {aid, Well, William, you have 
* eccafiancd my Mafter’s whipping of me, who faid, be would 
S* auhip 





“ avhip me again; but I will be even with you for it: 
“ That faid Rogers afterwards acquainted Mr, Stevens with 
“‘ thefe threatning Speeches of his Negro, who an{fwered 
‘© him, Don’t fear him, he'll not hurt you, he is an harm- 
** lefs Fellow.” 


Mr. BONNETT faid, “ That Mr. Ssewens told 
‘* him he would or had whipp’d his Negro ; but underftood 
«« that he faid he had whipp’d him ; that the Negro told 
«him, that his Mafter had whipp’d him: This was 
** touching the Doubleloon fpoken of by Wiliiag: Rogers.” 


Sam {aid; “* That hefhut the back Door; that no 
«* Body was then with him ; that he then came out at the 
‘- Stable Door, and fhut it, no Body being then with him ; 
‘ that at thefe Times Tom and the White Boy were gone 
“ for Tea-Water: That when Yom and the White Boy 
returned, Sam ftood where the Fire had been, under the 
s* Side of the Work-houfe; that Yom and the White Boy 
*© came to him where the Fire had been, and ftood alittle 
«© While ; that they could fee that the Fire was put out ; 
‘6 that the White Boy then faid, Come, Sam, et us go home : 
«“ That Jom and the White Boy were gone for Tea- Water 
«© about ten Minutes: That after putting out the Fire he 
«: put the Shovel into the Stable; that after putting out 


_ the Fire, and before putting the Shovel into the Stable, 


«* he put the Shovel into the Water of one of the Coops: 
** That Jom did not afk him, whether he had put out the 
«: Fire ; nor did he tell him that he had, nor the White 
‘* Boy either.” 


This Fire at the Tan-Pits juft brought the Year round, 
to St. Patrick's Day, the Evening whereof the laft Year 
(as the Reader may have obferved from the Courfe of the 
Evidence) was calculated by the Confpirators for burning 
the Fort ; a Place, no Doubt, moft likely to give. them the 
greateft Annoyance ; which, though accordingly attempted, 
was not however effected till the next Day. Why that 
particular Time was fix’d upon, from what afterwards 
appeared in Eyidence concerning the Confpiracy, was no 
difficult Matter to conjefture ; for, as that was an Evening 
of National rejoicing, according to the Cuftom of fome, 
it were moft likely that many would then be incapacitated 
for giving that Affiftance, which the Nature of their Duty 
might require, in time of extraordinary Emergency ; and 
therefore, it feems to have been a principal Aim of the 
Confpirators, to attempt. the Deftruétion of the Fort at all 
Events, and at that particular Time; efpecially as /ome of 
the Soldiers themfelves were proved afterwards to be of 
that villainous Confederacy ; who alfo well knew of what 
Confequence it might be to their diabolical Scheme, to 
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have that Place demolifhed ; and, no Doubt, thefe Mi/creants 
were engaged, and accordingly endeavoured, to chear up 
their innocent Comrades, as well as their wicked Confede- 
rates, to fuch a Pitch, under Colour of this xetional Feftival, 
as might render the former u/ele/s, and the latter defperate: 
For, as the Secrets of this infernal Confederacy were after- 
wards unfolded, ’tis fcarce to be doubted, that had the Fire 
at the Fort taken Efe on S¢. Patrick's Night, there would 
then have been a General Infurreétion of the Negroes, and 
the Whites their Abettors ; and much more Mifchief done, 
probably many Perfons, nay Families, butchered, had not 
the Providence of GOD moft remarkably interpofed in 
our Favour, by preventing the Fire’s taking Efe that 
Night, as the Confpirators purpofed it fhould. (¢) But the 
Fire breaking out there the next Day about Noon, the 
Buildings in the Fort were all down to the Ground lone 
before Night, which was the moft fuitable Seafon for thele 
Affaffins to aét their intended Tragedy ; Gt, as was 
obferved in the Introduétion (4) @ Company of the Militia 
being under Arms in the Evening, and continuing fo all Night, 
the Confpirators Hearts failed them ; and thus a Stop was 
happily put to their Career ; and their wicked Machinations 
afterwards, as providentially dete&ed. But foon after the 
Examples had been made of many of the Confpirators, by 
Executions and Tranfportations, it feemed as if the People 
had almoft generally compofed themfelves into a tranquil 
Security ; fome by difcrediting, others (as one would 
imagine) forgetting, that there had been a real Con/piracy ; 
though from reiterated Accounts ftill daily arriving by 
Matters of Veflels, to this Time, of what the tranfported 
Negroes had in their Paflages declared concerning it, 
There feemed too much Reafon to apprehend, there were 
yet remaining among us, many of the Aflociates in that 
execrable Confederacy, who might yet be hardy enough to 
perfift in the.fame wicked Purpofes, and make new 
Attempts ; and as an Earneft of it, two frefh Alarms we 
have already pafied over; and had but the laft taken Effect, 
when a ftrong Wind favoured the Defign, perhaps Sr. 
Patrick's Day might have been an Anniverfary in our 
Calender, to have been commemorated by the Colony 
with Fasrinc, WEEPiInG and Mourninc. 


But notwithftanding thefe fignal providential Difap- 


‘pointments, neither did the Malice of the Confpirators 


fubfide, nor their Courage abate ; for,

into the Yard: When it came down, as the Man declared, 
it was like a round lighted Coal, but burnt to Tinder ;

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that ‘can be to the Credibility of any Perfon as to the Matter 
treated of. And if they had known fhe was engaged in 
the Confpiracy, from the Refentment they moft have borne 
to her as a principal Evidence in their Conviction, it might 
have been expected, it would naturaly have bolted out 
from them ; nor did Sarah Hugh/on the Daughter, fo much 
as infinuate it, whofe Spleen was very inveterate towards 
her, as the Caufe of their Dete€tion: But perhaps Hugh- 
Jon’s Daughter was more artfully inftructed , for if it came 
out, that Burton was fworn ina Party, that might add 
Strength to her Teftimony, and fix the Guilt more ftrongly 
upon the Parties fhe accufed, by an implied Confeffion of 
the moft material Part of her Evidence; and if fhe were 
not fworn of the Confederacy, it might feem ftrange to 
fome, that the Confpirators  trufted her fo much with their 
Secrets. 


There are Allowances to be made, with regard to the 
fpecial Circumftances this Girl was under in this Cafe, and 
fome Paflions and Qualities which feemed natural to her: 
She came over young into this Country, an indented Servant, 
2 Year or two before: Her firft Mafter, after fome Service, 
afligned over her Indenture to Foba Hugh/on for the Re- 
mainder of her Term, the Midfummer before this Iniquity 
broke out, when ‘fhe was between fifteen and fixteen Years 
of Age: The Girl thus becoming under the Power of 
Hughjon, a Stranger in the Country, and not a Friend to 
advife with ; her Situation was furely fomewhat deplorable ; 
for being in the Hands, and under the Influence of fo hope- 
fula Family, and held to Secrefy by her Apprehenfions of 
the Danger fhe was befet with, from thefe Affaffins, fhe 
might think her Condition helplefs, and that fhe could 
only wifh for Deliverance: She was of a warm hafty 
Spirit, hada remarkable Glibnefs of Tongue, and utiered 
more Words than People of her fuppofed Education ufually 
do; fuch:a Temper, one might think, could ill brook the 
‘Ceremony of attending and ferving upon Slaves, and fuch 
a Band of black and white Ruffians ; which, it feems, was 
the Service enjoined her ; neither could ¢hey think them- 
felves fafe with her, unlefs they could feduce her to their 
wicked Purpofes, which they might have Hopes they fhould 
‘compafs at lait ; and tho’ at firft they might think the was 
not to be trufted at all Adventures ; yet it fo happened, 
that by Degrees, it feems, the Confpirators (as depending 


-upon a Matter’s Influence over one in her Circumftances, 


added to the Terrors of their Threatnings to murder her if 
fhe made Difcovery) flattered themfelves they had her fure, 
and at length became fo familiarized and unreferved towards 
her, that they heeded not faying, or doing any. thing before 
her ; and thus fhe might be let into their Secrets, upon a 
Perfuafion, that foe durf not tell. 
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The Girl doubtlefs muft be under terrible Apprehenfions 
when her Life was thusendangered, both from Blacks avd 
Whites, if the made Difcovery ; this muft have been Matter 
of great Reftraint to her, and, in her Harry and Confufior 
of Thought, might occafion her to utter that through 
Inadvertency, which upon calm Reflection, fhe became 
confcious was wrong, though at the time, it might be an 
involuntary Suppreffion only of Part of the Truth, arifing 
from ah Over-haftinefs in anfwering, and want of due Re- 
colleétion ; which therefore perhaps, after making all can- 
did and ingenuous Allowances, will not be_rigoroufly 
conftrued a wilfal and deliberate Falfhood. 

Her natural Volubility and Quicknefs of Tongue, had 
fhe not generally {poke the Truth, muft unavoidably have 
betrayed her into many grofs Miftakes and Inconfiftencies ; 
but no fuch Thing but that before mentioned, have we 
obferved in the Courfe of her Evidence, and her Examina- 
tions and Depofitions were many, befides her T'eftimony 
given at the feveral Trials; her Evidence as to thefe, has 
this Advantage, ’tis confirmed by the whole Current of the 
Teftimony of the other Witnefles, white and black, as well 
circumftantialy as principally, as already remarked; and 
that fuch a Number of Witnefles examined, and kept apart 
from each other, fhould tally fo exaétly in Circumftances, 
as well as principal Points of Faéts, and their Teftimony 
not be true, is inconceivable ! 
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As to fuch other White Perfons as Burton did afterwards 
accufe, againft whom there appeared juft or probable 
Grounds of Impeachment, viz. Sarah Hugh/on the Daugh- 
ter, Wiliam Kane, and Fobn Corry the Dancing-Mafter 5 
concerning the two former, her Teftimony affecting them 
was confirmed by many Negro Witnefles feparately exami- 
ned, and far enough apart from each other, who not only 
agreed in the Particulars affecting them, but the moft minute 
Circumftances alfo relating to the Confpiracy : And though 
it may be objected, they were not 4ga/ Witnefles (and 
therefore had not been admitted to give Evidence on the 
Trial of any white Perfon) yet furely their Teftimony thus 
confidered together, not only adds Strength to that of Burton, 
but does alfo amount to the utmoft moral Certainty of the 
Truth of the Faéts teftified of. —- But to put the Matter 
beyond Difpute concerning them, this Sarah and Kane 
confefled their own Guilt, and confirmed (amongit other 
Things) particularly what Burton faidaffe€ting themfelves, 


Kane himfelf was firft impeached by a Negro, as well 
as other Soldiers (x) however they became fo fortunate as 
to efcape Juftice; and this was neverthelefs true for it’s

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coming froma Negro; for Kane confefling his Guilt, made 
alfo fome Attonement by further material Difcovery, which 
fquared with the reft of the Evidence; and both Sarah 
Hughfon (the Daughter) and Kane confirm Burton’s Tchti- 
mony in general, and in particular alfo that againft Ury the 
Prief 3 and as to Corry the Dancing-Mafler, that he was 
one of the Confpirators, Kane examined apart from Burton, 
teftified likewife ; fo that it may be conceded fhe only kept 
back or fupprefied, upon her firft Examination, Part of that 
through Dread and Diftraction of .Thought and Want of 
proper Confideration, ‘which at the fame Time upon due

Refleftion and Remembrance, fhe might.have known to be, 


the Truth, wiz. that there were other white Perfons con- 
cerned in the Con{piracy, befides her Mafter, her Mifre/i,, 
and Pegoy, though perhaps they might not all at that 
inftant have occurred to her Memory; which as to 
Huchfon’s Daughter, Burton afterwards declared, fhe.did not. 
thik of her at the Time. 


Thus far then we may venture to infer Burton’s'Teftimony 
affecting the Perfons by her impeached (whofe Guilt was 
manifefted by circumftantial and other dire&t Evidence of 
Witnefles, in Conjun@ion with, and Corroboration of hers, 
and by their own Confeffions) was deferving of entire Credit, 


We may have obferved by the Courle of. the Proceedings, 
how thefe poor Negro Wretches have been deluded: by 
Degrees, and cajol’d to intereft themfelves, and become 
Parties in this deteftable Enterprize, through the Artifices 
of Agent Rugh/ox ; who (though himfelf a mean illiterate 
Fellow) from his vicious Propenfity, and natural Accutenefs, 
had an Aptitude for Mifchief; which thee Craft/men made 
Improvement of, and at length rendered fuitable to their 
abominable Purpofes, —- Though we canaot fuppofe that 
Hughfon really had the Folly or Vanity to afpire to a King- 
dom of the Confpirators erefting ; yet the Notion might 
be calculated and propagated, to. captivate. the Negroes, 
{tor with none but Fools and Negroes‘ could.ittake :), And 
further to pleafe them, it feems they were perfuaded, there 
fhould be a motley Government as well.as motley Subjects ; 
for Cefar (Vaarck’s) was. to be. Governor over free 
Negroes, who were to marry the Gentlewomen, and Ce/ar 
had got his white Governefs already. provided. --- lf thefe 
Phantafms and Delufions could have Force-fufficient to en- 
foare thefe imple Creatures (as we find they had) it mattered 
not how extravagant foever the Folly of the Means, was 
which feduced them to thefe bloody Purpofes, provided they 
ferved the Turn and Defigns. of our..Enemies; thereby 
difappointed the Supply of Provifions’ to his Majefty’s Ar- 
mament in the We/-Indies ; laid Wafte this City, deftroyed 
the Inhabitants, and prepared the Way for an Invafion. of 
is Majefty’s Enemies, whether fecret or declared, and their 
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making an eafy Prey of the whole Province ; neither did 
it fignifie how illiterate Hughfn was, he approved himfelf 

fufliciently to his Mafters, by his dexterous Profecation of 

their Scheme ; he did feduce the Negroes in the Manner 

we have feen ; he tempted them to frequent Vifits at his 

Houfe, by his hofpitable Entertainments, at {uch an Expence 

as ’tis incredible he could have fupported for fuch a Series 

of Time, as this Mifchief muft-have been brooding, merely. 

upon the Spoils of a few Negroes’s Pilferings, and without 

other private Affiftance. It muft be allowed he was trufty 

in his Agency, very induftrious, and ufed no fmall Craft to. . 
encompafs a Difciple: Inthe firft Inftance, if they were 

not pre-engaged by a Deputy, Hugh/on attempted to make: 

them /wear, by Forms of Oaths accommodated to their 

own Cuftoms, by. Thunder and: Lightning, and fuch like. . 
horrible Imprecations, as have appeared in the Courfe of 

the Evidence, without telling them what they were to {wear 

to: If they fcrupled fwearing without further Explanation 

concerning what ;. then he intimated, they were.to fwear - 
to Secrefy, thatin regard he kept.a Publick Houfe, and 

entertained Negroes contrary to Law, the Intent of the - 
Oath was, that: they fhould not difcover him therein ; If: 
they agreed to {wear at all, ’twas.eafy to add, (as we find , 
he did) neither. fhould they tell of what they faw going. 
forward at his Houfe : Then upon the main Matter pro- 
pofed, if they fcrupled to engage in the Confpiracy, from 
any Qualm arifing either from the Inhumanity or Wicked- 
nefs of the Defign; they were flattered they were all to,, 
be Free-men, and’twas a meritorious Undertaking : If they. 

thought it would be a Sin 3. there was.a Prief that could 

forgive Sins: If, all this would not do, their Lives were 

threatned if they, would not engage, or.at leaft<if they 

difcovered any. Thing.about it: Bat fo apt Pupils were mott.; 
of them, that the bare Propofal of the Scheme. was fuffi- 

cient to engage them immediately, at all Adventures. 


Hughfon artfully engaged in this infamous Project, a.. 
Neighbour’s Negro, Yack, (Comfart’s)'a Fellow .of mof., 
remarkable Craft and Subtlety for one of his Complexion,. 
which qualified him afterwards fora more material Wit- 
nefs concerning thefe Deeds of Darknefs; for Fack had 
more Wit than to be. hanged for them. ack was a 
dignified Man amongft them, a Captain of one of thefe - 
Bands of Fools; had fo well approved his Parts and Capacity 
to Hugh/on and the reft, that he had a Deputation for 
{wearing, as it fhould feem; for he.adminitered Oaths, to 
fuch Converts as he made, either abroad or at home ; and 
in both Cafes .had great Opportunities of caballing with 
Negroes ; for his Mafter was frequently ablent from home 
for feveral Weeks together, infomuch that Captain Tack, 
looked upon the Houfe as hisown, and himfelf as his own

“Matter : To his Well every Morning and Evening reforted 


Negroes from all Quarters of the Town for T’ea-Waters 
which therefore afforded him’ convenient Seafons for gaining 
Parties, which he made Ule of to the Utmoft ; and hereat 
Fack was fo dexterous, that he became the very Counter- 
part of his Mafter Hugh/on ; for when their Scheme was 
grown near ripe for Execution, Zack, as well as Hugh/on, 
had a Lift of thefe black Confederates, their Devotees ; 
and about a Month before the Fort was burnt, Zack had 
as large Companies of Negroes at his Levees, as Hughfon 
ufualy had at his, and buoy’d them up with the fame Hopes, 
that at the Expiration of that Time, the Preach and 
Spaniards -oul]d be here to join them, and take the Place ; 
neverthelefs, if they did not come, they were to agree, and 


did agree, amongit them, to proceed and do all them- 
felyes, 


We may perceive, that what has been unfolded con- 
cerning this Myftery of Iniquity, came out by flow De- 
grees 5 the firft Hint concerning the Confpiracy, was given 
by Mary Burton to the Grand Jury, on her Examination 
the 2zdof Apri/; and for fome time after the [rial of 
Hugh/on, Fe. for aught that had appeared, he muft have 
-been deemed the Projector of it; tho’.it had-been whifpered 
that Roman Priefs had been, and that fome were then, in 
Town ; no one however cared to difcover them, fo as they 
might be laid hold of, and dealt with, as-a falutary Law of 
this Province directs. (y,)

Ury was indifted upon the Evidence of Burton and 
Kane, who corroborated the Teftimony ‘of each other, and 
Sarah Hxghjon the Daughter’s Evidence eftablifhes the 
Credit of both, as to what they fay concerning him ; fo 
that the Gentlemen of the Grand Jury which found the 
Bill againit him, ‘weighing Matters candidly and ingenu- 
oufly, faw fofficient Canfe to that Time, to credit Burton’s 
Teitimony ; and to do thofe Gentlemen Juftice, *twas 
owing in great Meafure, to their good Senfe, Difcretion, 
and indefatigable Labours, that this Affair was brought to 
fo happy an Iffue; and their painful Service, during a 
Courle of about three Months daily Enquiry, ought to be 
remembered by this City and Country, with the utmoft 
Gratitude. 


But it fo happened, That for fome Time before this 
Grand Jury was difcharged, there arofe great Clamour 
again Mary Burton; for fo many Negroes being daily 
taken into Caftody. (though not folely through her Evidence, 
but rather principally upon Difcovery made by the Con- 
feffions of their 4/ack Affociates already in Cuftody, and 
their Teftimony corroborated. with hers} fome People 
began to be afraid of lofing their Slaves; for, as Matters 
were then like to turn out, there was no guefling where or 
when there would be an End of Impeachments ; every one 
had Reafon to fear their own Negro would be {ent for next ; 
and indeed, all Things duly confidered, it was moft pro- 
bable, there were but few of them that were not in the 
Secret ; and the Girl had declared, that there were many 
Negroes concerned, whofe Perfons fhe could or might 
probably remember, -but many whofe Names fhe knew 
not 3 fo that it fhould feem, at length fome Mafters of 
thefe Slaves, ‘as well as the Confpirators, endeavoured to 
bring the Witnefles, and the Notion of a Plot, into 
Difcredit, if perehance it might put a Stop, not only to 
further Profecution, but further Enquiry and Difcovery alfo : 
And thefe Attempts, luckily for fome, had fuch an Efeé, 
that feveral Whites, as well as Negroes, efcaped Juftice, 
who, had the fame Evidence appeared againft them a few 
Weeks before, would fcarce have been thought Objects of 
Mercy; nor, from what we may have obferved, would Mary 
Burton’s Evidence have ftood fingle againft them. 


However, when the firft Grand Jury drew near their 
Difcharge, they were importunate with Burton, to difcover 
all the Perfons fhe knew to be engaged in this villainous 
Defign ;, for about this Time fhe had fuggeited to fome, 
that there were White People of more than ordinary Rank 
above the Vulgar, that were concerned, whom if* fhe told 
of, they would not believe her: This having been inti- 
mated to the Grand Jury, they were very prefling with her 
to difcover all fhe knew, whoever they were ; but the Girl 
Rood mute 5 nor could the Grand Jury prevail with her to 
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name any, not with Threatnings of Imprifonment; at 
length, being tired with her Obftinacy, they delivered her 
over to two of the Judges, requefting them to endeavour 
to fift the Matter out; but neither, upon Trial, could the 
Judges by any Means prevail with her to be explicit to 
them upon the Occafion ; fhe complained (as it feems fhe 
had before done to the Grand Jury) that fhe had been very 
ill ufed; that not only her Life had been threatned. by 
Conipirators of both Complexions, if fhe made Difcovery, 
but fhe had alfo. been frequently infulted, and abuied by 
People of the Town, for bringing their Negroes in queftion, 
and that People did not believe what fhe faid, and wha* 
fignified {peaking ? or to this Purpofe fhe expre@u herfelf ; 
fhe intimated withal, that there were ome People in Ruffles 
(a Phrafe as was underftood to mean Perfons of better 
Fafhion than ordinary) that were concerned,’ but feemed 
very unwilling to name any Names; “til for the laft 
Experiment, fhe was told, fhe muft expect to be imprifoned 
in the Dungeon, if fhe continued obftinate; fhe then began 
to open, and named feveral Perfons which fhe faid fhe had 
feen at Hugh/on’s amongft the Confpirators, talking of the 
Confpiracy, who were engaged’ in it; amongft whom fhe 
mentioned feverak of known Credit, Fortunes, and Repu- 
tations, and of Religious Principles fuperior toa Sufpicion 
of being concerned in fuch deteftable Practices ; at which 
the Judges were very much aftonifhed ; others again were 
imperfecily defcribed by her, whofe reputed Religious 
Profeflion might fquare with fach wicked Defigns, con- 
cerning whom the Girl had long before given broad Hints, 
but faid fhedid not know their Names, or what Part of the 
City they lived in; but it came out at laf@, that one of 
them was a Doctor (a profefs’d Papi/?, as common Fame 
had it) whom fhe had feen feveral Times afterwards in the 
Streets, and who upon Sight of her, always tarned another 
Way, to avoid meeting her: However it was, this Perfon 
had the Difcretion to remove himfelf out of this Province 
foon after ; and "tis faid, into foreign Dominions ; and ‘it 
were much to be wifhed, that fuch others, as were juftly 
liable to Impeachment, would aét with the fame Prudence, 
and follow his Example, for the Sake of their own Safety, 
as well as the Peace and Security of our felves. But upon 
the Whole, there was Reafon to conclude, that this Girl 
had at length been tampered withal ; might it not be 
fuggefted to her, that the Reward offered by Proclamation 
for the Difcovery, fhe was already fure of ; for fhe was 
intitled to it; and might fhe not be tempted to make 
further Advantage of the Affair ? Upon this Suppofition, 
the Confpirators could not have devifed a more*effectual 
Means (if they could but prevail with her) te put a Stop to 
further Enquiry,to procure the Names of Perfons to be called 
in queftion at laft, concerning this Scene of Villainy, whofe 
Fortunes and Charatters fet them above Sufpicion :. They 
very 
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very well knew (for Papifts or Priefts, as Ury intimated, 
are 00 wifé and too cunning”) if they could but prevail 
in this, they would thereby not only put a Stop to further 
Difcovery, but likewife have fome Pretence, according to 
their ufual Cuftem, to clamoar loudly, there was no Plot 
at all; "twas a mere Dream! And to ferve this Turn, 
they had luckily with them fome Owners of Slaves, who 
hapened to humour this Artifice, though upon a different 
View. 


Twas fit this Matter fhould be ftated in its proper 
Light; that on the one Hand the Evidence of this Witnefs 
{but for whom next under the Interpofition of Divine 
Providence, this City would in all Probability have been 
laid wafte in Afhes, and many Families maffacred) might 
have itsdue Weight, fo far as deferving of Credit; and 
on the other Hand, that where fhe may be juftly fufpected 
to have exceeded the Bounds of Truth, there a Stop may 
be made, toconfider, and conjecture, how it might have 
come to pafs, that fhe told fome Things incredible at the 
Winding up of this Affair ; and weigh impartially alfo, 
the whole Current of the other, Evidence, remarking how 
it appears to confirm and eftablifh her Teftimony, {9 far 
as it has been judged proper and fitting to publifh it. 


The other White People executed, as well as Ury, like 
true modern Romanifis, pretended to maintain (and did 
proteft) their Innocence to their laft Breath; though 
Hugh/on himielf, foon after his Conviction, feemed to betray

ftrong Symptoms of his Inclination to confefs his Guilt; 
and make Difcovery ; but if he was in earneft to have 
done fo, in Hopes of faving his own Life, his Mind was 
foon changed (as *twas conjectured) by the Perfuafion of 
his Wife 3 yet Kerry left fuch Proofs behind her of many 
of the Particulars of this Confpiracy, and of her own Guilt, 
as add great Force tothe aforegoing Accounts of it; and 
her recanting afterwards, is another irrefragable Inftance, 
how thefe Wretches do prevaricate, even in their laff 
Moments ! 


That a Plot there was, and as to the Parties and bloody 
Purpofe of it, we prefume there can fcarce be a Doubt 
amongft us at this Time; the Ruins of his Majefty’s 
Houle in the Fort, are the daily Evidence and Memento of 
it, ftill before our Eyes: If the other Frights and Terrors 
this City was alarmed with, to their great Confternation, 
are, as to fome amongtt us, fo foon flipt into Oblivion ; yet 
furely others will think, we ought once a Year at leaft, to 
pay our Tribute of Praifé and Thank(giving to the Divine 
Beine, that through his merciful Providence and infinite 
Goodnefs, caufed this inhumane horrible Enterprize to be 
detected, and fo many of the wicked Inftruments of it 
to be brought to Juitice, whereby a Check has been put to 
the execrable Malice, and bloody Purpofes of our Foreign 
and Domeftick Enemies, though we have not been able 
entirely to unravel the Myftery of this Iniquity ; for twas 
a dark Defign, and the Veil is in fome Meafure ftill upon 
it!

1. That on the Tuefday or Wednefday Evening (to the 
heft of her Remembrance) after the Deponent’s Hufband 
F ames Kannady, and feveral other City Officers had been 
feveral Times in fearch at ‘fobx Hugh/fon’s, after the Goods 
ftolen from Mr, Hoge’s Shop ; Mary Burton, then Servant 
to Hughfon, came to the Deponent’s Houle to buy a Pound 
of Candles for her Mafter ; and it being a very cold Eve- 
ning, the Deponent afked her to come in and warm herfelf, 
which fhe did ; and thereupon the Deponent took upon 
her to afk her fevera] Queftions: Firft of all the afked her 
her own Name, which fhe'told her as above ; for the 
Deponent did not know it, though fhe had been feveral 
Times at her Houfe upon the like Errands, and fhe knew 
that the lived at Hugh/on’s: Then the Deponent afked her, 
whether that was a black Child or a white Child which 
that Jri/o Beauty had, which lodged at their Houfe? and 
fhe made anfwer, that it was as white as any of her Chil- 
dren, or any other Child. The Deponent then told her, 
that the heard that there was a Negro who kept Company 
with her and was the Father of that Child ;-the faid Mary 
anfwered, there was‘ Negro came thither to her, but he 
was not the Father of that Child, fhe believed: Then the 
Deponent took upon her to give the faid Mary good Advice; 
fhe told her, ghe would give her her Blefling as a Mother 
would a Child, as fhe was a Stranger in the Country ; the 
Deponent advifed her to have no Dealings with Negroes, 
and to’ have no Hand in Thievery, for thatwould be a 
Means of bringing her to the Gallows. 


z. That the Déponent then afked her, if fhe knew any 
Thing of the Thievery of Hogg’s Goods? and fhe feveral 
Times denied that fhe knew any Thing about the Matter. 
The Deponent then afked her, if fhe hada Mind to be 
freed from Hughfon ? if fhe had, and would difcover the 
Goods, the Deponent would free her, did the fhouldcome 
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and live with her; then the faid Mary anfwered, that her

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REBECCA HOGG, Wife of Robert Hogg of the 
OFF}: of New-York, Merchant, depofeth, 


1. That one Vilfx, a Boy belonging to the Flamborough 
Man-of-War, ufed to frequent her Houfe, upon Pretence 
of Acquaintance with two White Boys, Servants to two 
Gentlemen that lodged there. 


That the Tharfday before:the Robbery was commit- 
ted, the faid Wilm came to her Houfe with a Man 
belonging’ to the aforefaid Ship, in order to buy fome 
checqued Linnen ; and the Deponent fhewed them into the 
Shop; where he (Wii) bought fomething of her, and 
gave her a Spanifh Nine-penny Silver Piece in pay ;- and 
tlie Deponent unadvifedly opening her Defk to weigh it, 
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fhe pulled out a Drawer in View of the faid WiZ6n, 
wherein were a confiderable Number of Spanifh Pieces of 
Eight; whereupon fhe immediately recollected herfelf, and 
fhut to the Drawer and Defk again in Hafle, thinking fhe 
had done imprudently in expofing her Money to an idle 
Boy who ufed to be fo often backwards and forwards at 
her Houle, and thereupon made an Excufe to fend the 
Piece of Money aforefaid out of the Houfe to be weighed. 
And on the Saturday Night following her Shop was robbed. 


3. That the Sunday Morning after, this Boy (Wilfn) 
came to the Deponent’s Houfe, as ufual, and the was 
telling him how that fhe had been robb’d, and that as fhe 
knew he belonged to the Man-of-War, fhe thought he 
might be able to give her fome Intelligence of it ;. as there 
were feveral Sailors who frequented vile Houfes that were 
near her; the Deponent deferibed fome Snuff-Boxes.and 
coined Silver Pieces, one an Eight-Square Piece; where- 
upon he the faid W7//ox anlivered that he had been that 
Morning at the Houfe of one Hugh/on, by the North River, 
and there he faw one Fohn Gavin (whom. the Deponent 
underftood to have been a Soldier of that Name, a Perfon 
of vile Charaéter, who lived in the Deponent’s back 
Streets. but it turned out to- be Ce/ar, Vaarck’s Negro) 
whem he faw pull out of his Pocket, a worfted Cap full of 
coined Silver; and that Cuffee (Philipje’s Negro) came 
into Hugh/on’s upon Pretence of having his Mafter’s Shoes 
mended, and feeing John Gwin have this Money, he 
afked him to give him fome; and he counted him out 
Half-a-Crown in Pennies, and aiked him if he would 
have any more, and pulled out an Handful of Silver in the 
Prefence of the Boy (Witfon) amongit which he faid he 
faw the Eight-{quare Piece fo defcribed by. the Deponent 2s 
aforefaid ;, but the Deponent did not then fufpectt Wi/joz 
to have had any Hand in it. 


4. That upon this Information the Deponent told her 
Hufband.; and he and Mr. Mills went the fame Sunday 
Morning to Hugh/on’s, to enquire for one Fohn Gwin, a 
Soldier ; and Hugh/on told them, that he was not there, 
nor did he ufe the Houfe: But Cefar, the» Negro wo 
went by that Name (as he himfelf after he was apprehen- 
ded, and after his Convi€tion,: confefiéd to. this Deponent) 
was at the fame Time ftanding in the Chimney Corner, in 
the fame Room where Mr. Hogg and Mr. Mils came: 
Whereupon Mr. Hogg returned to his Houfe, and told the 
Deponent, that there was no fuch Soldier as Fobu Gwin, 
that ufed that Houfe; that the Boy (Wil~z) who was 
prefent, thereupon faid, it was not-a White Man, but 
Ca/ar, a Negro belonging to one Vaarck, a Baker, who 
went by that Name.

6. That upon her examining the faid Negro Celar, in 
Jail feveral Times, as well before his Trial as after his 
Conviction of this Robbery, he confefled to her as fn. 
loweth. 


+7. That the Boy Wilon, 
Company with him (Cefar) Cuffee -(Philip/e’s) and 
Prince (Auboyneau's) Negroes, at Mr. Philipfe’s Houle, 
and at Hugh fon’s ; and that he (Wiljenx) came to Hugh- 
fon’s, where were prefent Hugh/on and his Family, Ca/ar 
(himfelf ) Cugfee and Prince, and there he told them where 
they might havea good Booty, and defcribed the Depo- 
nent’s Houfe and Shop to them, and told them what 
Money he had feen in the Drawer, as aforefaid, and ‘faid, 
he believed there muft be more by feeing that in one 
Drawer: That Ce/ar and he did not know where Mr.

Jan's, on the Saturday Evening following, he dropped afleep 
there, and about ‘Ten o’ Clock oe Hughfon-came to 
him, and waked him, telling him, that he had forgot what 
he had promifed the Boy (Wiljan) Cuffee and Prince, to go 
to the Houfe in Broad-Street, to get that Booty. 


8. That thereupon he (Cz/ar) went'to Mr. Philip/e’s 
Houfe (Cuffee's Mafter’s) and finding no Body there, he 
fat himielf down in the Cellar-Kitchen -by the Fire ; and 
by-and-by hearing_his Confederates coming, he feigned 
himfelf afleep, and they came in with a large Bundle, and 
hid it ina Bran-Box in es Stable or Outhoufe, in the Yard, 
as he difcovered by their Tall, they thinking him afleep ; 
for they did not attempt to wake him, -but went out again

9. That when they were pone, he went and took» the

Romme opened, and toek out a Piece of Cotton ae Linnen 
Cheque, and a Pair of Silver Knee-Buckles belonging to 
Mr. Hogg, and fome other Linnen. Things which he could 
not particularly remember ; and after this, he (Ce/ar) 
Carried the Remainder of the Bundle to Hugh/on’s, and left 


them in the Room where Peggy was, and went to Red ; 
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and in the Morning when ke awaked, he took the Sneff- 
Boxes, a Child’s Whiftle, and Ring, and a Pair of Ear- 
Rings, and a Locket with four Diamonds, and gave them 
to Peggy, with fome Money ; and the Linnen and checgu’d 
Shirt he left with Peggy, to diftribute as fhe thought Pate ef, 
but he-bid her give an Apron to the Girl (meaning D/ary 
Burtoz;) and when he (Czjar) went down Stairs, he 
diftributed Money to Hughjon, bis Wife, and their Children, 
and likewise the Servant Girl.

Fire at the Fort ; he {poke to Daniel Maffers, and defired 
him to fend his Wife to him, in order, as he told‘him, to 
enquire of her about it: Within»three or four Days after- 
wards Sufannah Maflers came to the Recorder, (viz. this 
Morning) and he examined her upon the Matter, and took 
down what fhe faid in the Form of a Depofition, con- 
fitting of Twelve Se€tions or Paragraphs, swhich fhe figned 
and {wore to, after hearing the fame diflinétly read over ;

Street with this Deponent, with whofe Family this. Deponent 
svas well acquainted, they ufed to fetch Water at this. Depo- 
nent’s Houfe, and to dry their Claths in her Yard; and after 
Mary Burton, came to live with Wilfon, /he ufed often. to 
come to.the Deponent’s Houfe upon the fame Errands, which gave 
the faid Mary frequent Opportunities of talking to this De- 
ponent ; and foe faid fhe was glad the.was got from Hugh- 
fon’s, to the Place where lhe now was 3. Sor foe was afraid 
there would be Mifchief in the. Town; for that the knew 
there ufed'to be Cabals of Negroes at Hughfon’s whl? fhe 
ived there, almoft every Night at Supper, and they ufed-to 
make her wait upon them; and at fuch Meetings Hughfon

That the faid Mary had difcourfed in this manner to 
the Deponent three feveral Times, before foe fpoke of it to ber 
Hufband ; but it had made the Deponent very uneafy, though

4: That at the Times of this Difcourfe, Mary Burton 
Seemed very uneafys and ufed to fit down and cry and bemoan 
herfelf, and faid, fhe was but a young Girl, a Stranger in 
the Country, and.no Friends, and fhe was in Danger of her 
Life ; the Deponent then afked her, why foe did not 20 to a 
Magifirate, and make a Difcovery of all this? Mary aa- 
ee that if fhe fhould tell them what.fhe knew, they 
would not. believe her, as foe was a poor Girl and @ 
ei ANLEF.

ready at the Door and receive it, and fend her away, again ;

That the faid Mary told the Examinant, that 
Kannady the Conftable’s Wife {at the time that he had been 
fearching at Hughfon’s in Queft of Hogg’s Goods that had 
been ftolen) upon Mary’s going to her Shop upon an Er- 
rand, advifed her, if fhe knew any Thing of Hygg’s Goods,

Deponent and the faid Mary concerning the 
Confpiracy before the Fire at the Fort, and before the Pro- 
clamation iffued, promifing a Reward to fach as foould make 
Difcovery of any.Perfon or Perfons concerned in fetting Fire 
to the Houjes. 


15. That. Mrs. Waldron who is fince married to — 
Miller, coming one Day to the Examinant’s Houle, before 
the Five at the Fort, Mary Burton being there, fhe related 
before her moft of the Particulars herein before fet forth, 
much to the fame Purpofe as before related; and the faid 
Mrs. Waldron was very much furprized at it. 


16, That the Day the Fort was fred, Mary Burton came

17. That after the Fire at the Fort the faid Mary ufed 
to come frequently to the. Examinant’s Houfe, until the 
Time that her Mafter, iJon, removed to live in the Fly; 
which was at May-Day, 17413 and fhe would often be 
talking about thefe Matters, and of her Fears and Appre- 
henfions, that fhe fhould be murdered by the Negroes 3 
and fhe told the Examinant one Day, after fhe had been 
firt examined by the Grand Jury concerning Hogg’s Goods, 
that fhe met one of Vaarck’s Negroes (a) who was one of 
the Confpirators (whofe Matter lived near the Examinant) 
and he afked her, whether fhe had difcovered any Thing 
about the Fires? and Mary faid fhe anfwered him, No ; 
and. the Negro replied, We (hall Joon take Care that you 
hall not tell'any more ; or Words to fome fuch Purpofe 5 
and Mary faid, fhe came im mediately into the Examinant’s

he frightned almoft out of her Wits, when fhe told the 
Bxdminant this Story, and faid, the leoked behind her all 
the Way, expeCting fhe fhould be followed and'knocked on 
the Head. 

18. That after Wien was removed into the Fly, the 
faid Mary told the Examinant, that one Biles: Morning 
her Mafter and Miftrefs bein gone to Chineh, a Negro 
who fhe believed did belong to old‘Hugh/on (Father of Fobn 
Highfon executed) came into her Matter Wi/jon's Cellar- 
Kitchen, and afked if there was a Barber there? that Mary 
sdvbrered him No; that the faid Negro made a Pretence 
that he wanted to fend the Boy out (the only Perfon in the 
Houfe befides herielf) in order to fetch him a Barber to 
fhave him; but Mary faid fhe was afraid he had fome il] 
Defign,.and would not Jet the Boy go; and at laft, when 
Churth was near out, the Negro went away, and People 
begiuning to:come into the Streets, the Negro took’ to his 
Heels and ran away ; and fhe faid the thought to have got 
fomebody to have laid ho'd of him, but he made too much 
Hafte out of reach: That afterwards fhe told her Fears 
and Apprehenfions toa Magiftrate, and Care was taken to 
remove hier from her Matter Wi/on’s ; and fhe was then 
lodged again’ at the Under-Sheriff’s at the City-Hall, 
where fhe was to remain, and the Corporation purchafed 
her Indentures of Wit/in fer that Purpofe. 


19. That this Examinant was out upon the Common 
at the Execution of Quack and Cuffee, where fhe met the 
faid Mary Burton, and the Examinant faid to her, fhe 
wondered ne fhe had Courage enough to be there; fhe 
anfwered, that fhe knew they had deferved it, and that if 
half the Nepries in Town were executed, fhe believed they 
had deferved it ; that fhe knew a great many of them by 
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it, but did not know their Names, nor who they

20. That when the Governor had ordered a Military 
Nightly-Watch to be kept in this City, that Evening that 
Philipfe’s Store-houfe was burnt, Mary (having been talking 
to the Eximinant about the Confpiracy, and the feveral 
Fires which had RepESAR that Day) faid, That aways right, 
and the only Way to prevent further Mitchie.

Subftance of it, asthe Examinant’s Hofband informed her, 
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22. And Jaftly, the Examinant faith, that from the 
Beginning of thefe Converfations with the faid Mary Burton 
about thefe Plottings and Caballings bstween the Hughfons 
and the Negroes, the Examinant had heard the faid Mary 

mention the Names of feveral White Perfans of Condition 
beyond the Vulgar, who fhe faid referted fometimes to 
Hugh/on's, and ufed to go intoa Room wita him in private, 
whom fhe fufpected ; and others who ufed to be with rhe 
Negroes and the Haghfons in publick, whom fhe faid fhe 
knew, from what fhe had feen and heard at fuch Meetings, 
were concerned in the Confpiracy [whofe Names the Exa- 
minant.did not care to mention, without a Promife not to 
iflert them'in her Examination] but among’ feveral others 
fhe had heard her name Corry, the Dancing-Mafter, as 
one particularly, avho ufed to be with the Hughifons ard 
the Negroes, when they were talking about burning the Town 


and killin the People. 


The following Letter and Dialzue, were feut fron Mr, 
Favieres, of the City of New-York, Merchant, 
directed to the Recorder.

H A VING been often interrogated concerning fome 

Difcourfe I had with the Negro Ba/fian, concerning 
the Conipiracy ; you were pleafed to propofe to me, that 
I fhould recolle& myfelf.as well as I could, and fet down 
the Subftance of it, by Way of Dialogue; which I have 
done, according to the beft of my Remembrance, as 
Solloweth. 


Being at Neaw-London with my Sloop the Beginning of 
lait September, Elias Rice Commander, having jixteen 
Negro Men and ove Negre Woman on board, who were 
tranfported for having a Hand inthe late Plot, and have 
fince been eh ed at Hifpaniola; 1 about that ‘Time 
received a Letter from my Wife at Neav-York, dated the 
gift Day of 4wx/?, 1741. in which Letier fhe informed 
me, that one Fo'm Ury had been executed the Saturday 
before, as one concerned inthe Con ifpiracy ; and that it 
was the Opinion of many People, that he was innocent of 
what had been alledged againft him at-‘Court : This Piece 
of News occaftuened me to go on Board, to try what I 
could learn from the Negroes; and I was relating this 
Account of Ury to Capiain Rice, in French, and Befrran, 
one of the tranfported Negroes, who attended-on Captain 
Rice, being near the Door of the Cabbin within hearing 5 
at my faying, «1 great many People ti, ought him innocent, he

eemed to finile, fooke as if fomewhat durprized ; 
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He innocent! (fays he) He was one of the Worft of them 
all. Upon which I faid‘to him, Ba/ien, you know all 
sto have been done, and you muft tell me all ‘that 
you know. of the Matter; and he anfwered, that if I 
would come on board in the Afternoon, he would relate to 
me ail-he knew concerning the Plot ; but was unwuling 
hould hear him. I according to. his 
Requeft returned on Board in the Afternoon, and taking 
him privately into the Cabbin, I put the following Queftions 
to him ; which without Scruple he anfwered as I have 
here penned down, or to the fame Effect.

Note, That moff of the Converfation was in French, Battian 
having been bred from a Boy in Mr. Fauconnier’s 
chs 8 ’ tip bell oe ee 
Famil), where they chiefly talked that Language. 
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Queftion. Baftian, feeing you are now to be'tranfported, 
and that it hath pleafed the Governor to pardon you fora 
Crime, wherein many of your Aflociates. have fuffered 
Death ; you need not fear any dangerous Confequences’ by 
ewing mean impartial Account of all you know con- 
cerning the Negro Plot 5. tell me all you know of that Affair 
from the Beginning to the End, without amufing me with 
any Falfhoeds ; and this you may depend upon, it will ina 
great Meafure, obtain a. Pardon likewife frony. God}. for 
your many and deteftable Sins, 

Anfwer. Sir, you may depend upon it, that I hall 
declare to you nothing but what I am very certain of. 

2. Who was the firt Perfon that introduced you. at 
Hi; ug hjon’s ? 

4, Czfar, belonging to my Matter: 

Q. The firft Time you were at Hughjon’s, whatdid you 
do there? 

A, Hughfox himfelf filled me a Bumper of Liquor; and 
after having drank it, I found my {elf quite intoxicated ; 
but [remember he brought mea Book, and bid me lay my 
Hand on it, and bid me fwear, and told me, if I refufed 
it he would kill me upon the Spot ; finding myfelf in fo 
great a Strefs, to fave my Life I took the Oath. 

2, What Book was it that Hugh/m made you fwear 
upon, was it a Bible ? 

4, I don’t know what Boole it was, but by its make, I 
thought it looked like thofe Books you call Bibles. 

2, What was it Hughjon obliged you to ftand to, and 
after what Manner did you {wear ? 

4. By Lightning and Thunder, and by Hell-Flames, 
that I would fet fire to whatever I came acrofs, and deftroy 
as many Whites as I could. 

2; What did you propofe todo, if in cafe you. had. got 
the upper Hand of the Whites ;. did Hughfx make you 
any Promife?

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A, He promifed to make us all free 


2, Did there generally ufe to refort masy Neoroes at 
Huzhfon's ? 

4, Yes; for I have been there many a Time when'T 
have told Fifteen, often Twenty, and fometimes Thirty 
ue 


Q, Did you ufe to eat and drink there, whenever you 
went to lee Hugh/on ? 

4. We always had a good Supper, and never wanted for 
Liquor.

2, The Night after:the Fort burnt, did you return to 
Flughfon’s ? 

A. No;. but the Night after that we were a jelly 
Company, and had a fine Supper prepared for us, and feem’d 


all of us to be well pleafed with our late good Succefs. 


2. Do you know any Whites that were concerned with 
you? Did you ever fee any at Hugh/on’s, at your Meetings } 

A, Uhave feen Will Kane there very often, and two or 
three Soldiers. whom I knew not, and another Jz‘ Man 
who was alfo a Stranger to me. 

2, Was that Ait Man young or old? of what make 
was-he ? and how did he employ his Time among you? 

A. He was far from being a tall Man, but thort, very

lean, anda pale Vifage ; nor was he-old ; his Place was at 
the upper End of the Table; he often encouraged us to 
remain firm, like Men, in our Defigns: He-read-and wrote 
2 great deal, 


Q. Do you know: what he wrote ? 


4. I have feen him take the Names of the Negroes 
down, from time to time, by Way of Lift. 


Q. But how could Hugh/oz, who was but a-poor Man,. 
fupport fo great an Expence at his Houfe? there were. 
Suppers every Night for you all, Candles, and many other 
Things, the Charge of which muft have been very great : 
This goes beyond my Comprehenfion ; for you know the 
Perfon who wrote fo mnch, muft have had Lights to fee; I 
fay, I do not know how he did to fupport all that Charge! 


A, The Negroes brought what they could fteal to hii ; 
the White Man yoa {peak of was /Zort-/ighted, and never 
wrote or read without Spectacles. 


2. They fay he was a Romith Priefti; do you. know: 
any Thing about that ? 

A. I don’t know that he was a Pric# ; but he ufed to 
exbort us like a Miniffer, to continue ftedfaft in our Inten- 
tions, and ufed to throw his Hands about like a Preacher 3 
and he faid to us at the Meeting at Hugh/on’s the fecond 
Night after the Fort was burnt, Now God has profpered us 
in the Beginning, in burning the Fort, and we need not fear 
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ave mu? be resolute, and proceed in the Work, and no Doubt 
God will proper us in all ; That the Town was too much 
alarmed at prefent ; but they mul goon when the fine Weather 
came: That they (the Negroes) need not fear, be would 
forgive them their Sins if they kept true to their Engagements, 
and by-and-by the Spaniards would come, and then they tbould 
be free. 

2, Have you been baptized by that /irte Man, they 
called a Prieft? 

A. No; but I have been told by fome Negroes of our 
Company, that the /t#/e Man had baptized them. 


2, Isit true, you -were-to burn the Exglih Church ? 


‘A. Yes, we agreed to burn it laft Winter ; but the Man 
whom you call a Prie# oppofed it, and advifed us to ftay 
till Spring, when there would be a larger Congregation. 


©. Your Intentions then were to deftroy all the Whites 
while they were in the Church ; how were you to.go about 
it? had you Arms? and could you think otherwife but 
that many would have made their Efcape thro’ the Doors 
and Windows? Explain me ‘thefe Things as well as you 
can. 

4, We had Combutftibles-prepared by Door Harry, 
made. up into Balls, which we were’to‘et fire to, and throw 
them’upon the Roof of the Church, which fiicking -faft 
would fet fire to the Shingles ; after which, guarding the 
Doors, we were to let none pafs, but deftroy them all in 
the Church with our Fire-Arms; for we had a great 
Number of-them at Hugh/on’s. 

Q. Where did you ufe'to keep your Arms at Hugh/in’s? 
for -when the Searchers were {ent there, they were not to be 
found. 

A, Ubelieve not; for the Plot beginning to come to 
Light, Hugh/on, to fecure himfelf, had them all thrown 
into the River ; before that they-were hid ina Hole in the 


Cellar. 


Baftian farther declared, that he had not feen the 
Perfor they called a Pric/f, fince he came into Jail.

1. That in his Paffage with the Seventeen Negroes, 
Sarah (Burk’s) acknowledged, that fhe was concerned in 
the Plor; never was at Hugh/on’s, but often at Comfort’s 
amoneft the Negroes a forwarding of the Plot ; and that fhe 
had wilfully fet fire to her Miftrefs’s Houfe teveral Times. 


2. That Dick (of Feneyck) was cooking the Vidtuals 
for the Ship in the Paflage, and the Negroes fufpeéted he 
had a Defign of poifoning them, and faw him bufy with 
yellow Stoff in Shells in a Bag ;: which upon Examination 
the Negroes looked upon to be Poifon, which he had from 
Door Harry (the Negro.) Some of the Negroes knew it 
to be Poifon, the fame Sort they faw in Guiney: 


3. Facoh (H, Rutger’s) and Gill (Luis) denied 
being at Hugh/on’s, but all the reft“owned it. 


4. Baftian owned he had been a Head-Man there, was 
there very often, and faw a “ittle Man. there they called a 
Prieff ; but never faw him after he came to Jail. 


5. Tickle faid, he had killed Fowls there: “London 
( Kelh’s) had carried a-Quarter of -Mautton there. 


6. Windfor (Myers Coben's) had carried a Turky there; 
and all (except as aforefaid) owned they had many a good 
Feaft, and good Liquor there. » 


7. That Bofian was always during the Paflage, very 
free in owning his being engaged in the Plot: and kept to 
the fame Story ; and faid, that he:had often feen Kaze at 
Hughfer’s; that he was concerned in the Plot, and many 
more Soldiers that ufed to come there with him, whofe 
Names "he knew not. 


8. That Bafflian declared, ‘that all the Negroes that 
were executed, he had often feen at Hugh/on’s Entertain- 
ments, and that they were concerned in the Plot.
